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MORTALITY  AND  NATALITY  IN  ILLINOIS:   FIRST  SIX  MONTHS,  1946 


Deaths  in  Illinois  during  the  first 
half  of  1946  were  not  quite  3%  over 
the  average  of  the  preceding  5  years. 
This  moderate  increase  in  total  deaths 
is  no  more  than  can  be  expected  with 
an  increasing  population  which  year  by 
year  becomes  more  heavily  concentrated 
in  the  older  age  groups.  As  best  as 
can  be  estimated  the  crude  death  rate 
for  the  year  1946  will  be  about  11.3 
per  1,000  population.  This  represents 
a  decrease  from  the  rates  of  the  last 
few  years.  A  decrease  is  inevitable 
because  returning  war  veterans  have 
swelled  the  civilian  population  of  the 
state,  which  forms  the  base  on  which 
rates  are  calculated. 

This  year's  first  quarter  mortality 
was.  high,  especially  in  comparison 
with  the  unusually  favorable  record  of 
the  first  3  months  of  1945.  High  mor- 
tality from  January  through  March, 
1946  was  precipitated  by  an  outbreak 
of  influenza  and  pneumonia  which  began 
in  late  1945.  However,  the  months  of 
April,  May,  and  June,  1946  saw  a  sig- 
nificant drop  in  deaths  to  well  below 
the  corresponding  months  of  1945  and  a 
return  nearly  to  the  average  of  the 
last  5  years. 

Diseases  characteristic  of  later 
life  continue  to  exact  an  increasing 
toll  of  lives.  Fatal  heart  disease, 
cancer,  and  cerebral  hemorrhage  have 
all  increased  5%  or  more  over  the 
first  six  months'  average  of  the  last 
5  years  and  are  the  first  three  causes 
of  death.  The  increase  in  heart  dis- 
ease deaths  alone  more  than  accounts 
for  the  3%  rise  of  this  year's  total 
mortality  over  the  5  year  average. 
Deaths  from  diabetes  have  also  in- 
creased more  than  5*  but  unlike  those 
from  other   diseases   associated   with 


old  age  showed  a  greater  increase 
among  individuals  aged  45  to  64  than 
among  those  65  years  and  over.  These 
increases  do  not  mean  that  the  dis- 
eases are  more  serious  than  formerly 
except  in  the  sense  that  more  people 
live  long  enough  to  become  afflicted. 

Fatal  accidents  are  returning  to 
their  pre-war  eminence  among  the  nu- 
merically most  important  causes  of 
death.  For  several  years  accidents 
have  been  the  most  frequent  cause  of 
death  among  children  between  5-14  and 
now  have  also  again  become  the  leading 
cause  for  the  age  group  15-24  years. 
While  the  greatest  increase  in  deaths 
from  accidents  has  come  from  motor  ve- 
hicle accidents,  there  has  also  been  a 
spurt  in  public  accidents  largely  due 
to  the  major  tragedies  of  the  railroad 
wreck  at  Naperville  and  the  LaSalle 
Hotel  fire  at  Chicago.  On  the  other 
hand,  occupational  accidental  deaths 
in  1946  are  25%  under  those  occurring 
in  Illinois  during  the  first  half  of 
last  year. 

Homicides  and  suicides  have  in- 
creased in  1946.  The  Illinois  homi- 
cide rate  for  the  first  six  months  of 
1946  is  between  25  and  30%  higher  than 
the  corresponding  1945  rate.  The  in- 
crease in  the  suicide  rate  is  somewhat 
lower  and  is  in  the  neighborhood  of 
8%.  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  fig- 
ures indicate  that  the  United  States 
as  a  whole  has  experienced  an  increase 
of  one  third  in  both  rates. 

The  1946  experience  shows  a  10%  in- 
crease over  1945  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  the  communicable  diseases 
associated  with  childhood.  A  decrease 
in  mortality  from  scarlet  fever  and 
whooping  cough  was  more  than  overshad- 


owed  by  ^he  rise  in  deaths  from  diph- 
theria and  measles.  While  cases  of 
diph',neria  have  been  reported  through- 
out all  sections  of  Illinois,  14  of 
the  19  deaths  reported  so  far  this 
year  have  been  among  northeastern 
Illinois  residents.  Forty  -  seven 
deaths  from  measles  have  been  reported 
as  compared  to  5  in  1945  and  80  in 
1944,  but  fatality  among  reported 
cases  of  measles  in  1946  is  less  than 
half  the  1944  fatality.  The  ten 
deaths  from  poliomyelitis  reflects 
what  the  Division  of  Communicable  Dis- 
eases has  already  pointed  out  to  be 
the  earliest  beginning  and  perhaps  the 
numerically  most  severe  epidemic  of 
poliomyelitis  ever  experienced  in 
Illinois. 

Maternal  deaths  are  again  at  an  all 
time  low.  The  maternal  death  rate  of 
1.71  per  1,000  live  births  during  the 
first  half  of  1946  was  not  only  10.9% 
under  the  corresponding  1945  rate,  but 
also  20%  under  the  average  for  the 
last  five  years.  The  1946  infant 
death  rate  of  35.4  per  1,000  live 
births  is  slightly  higher  than  the 
34.8  rate  recorded  during  the  first 
half  of  1945.  Had  it  not  been  for  a 
decided  decrease  in  infant  deaths  from 
common  communicable  and  acute  respira- 
tory diseases,  the  1946  infant  death 
rate  would  have  been  higher  than  the  5 
last  years'  average,  because  the  death 
rate  for  premature  birth  is  up  10% 
and  deaths  from  infant  diarrhea  are 
almost  double  those  in  1945.  Actual- 
ly the  increase  in  infant  diarrhea 
alone  is  numerically  sufficient  to 
account  for  the  amount  of  increase  in 
this  year's  infant  death  rate  over 
that  of  1945.  Thirty  counties  had  at 
least  one  infant  dying  of  diarrhea 
while  almost  fifty  percent  of  diarrhea 
deaths  occurred  in  McLean,  Madison, 
and  Peoria  Counties.  In  each  one  of 
these  counties  at  least  one  hospital 
experienced  an  epidemic  of  diarrhea  in 
the  newborn. 

From  the  first  half  year's  experi- 
ence, it  appears  that  deaths  from  tu- 
berculosis in   1946   will  exceed  those 


in  1945.  Despite  this  possible  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  deaths,  there 
are  no  indications  that  the  increase 
will  be  so  great  as  to  cause  the 
tuberculosis  death  rate  to  rise  above 
the  1945  rate. 

Some  of  the  most  outstanding  de- 
creases in  mortality  have  been  in 
deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  whooping 
cough,  and  syphilis.  Mortality  from 
these  three  causes  is  the  lowest  in 
Illinois'  history. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  this 
year  65,860  live  births  were  reported. 
This  is  a  5.7%  increase  over  the  num- 
ber reported  in  the  same  period  last 
year  and  indicates  that  live  births  in 
Illinois  may  reach  at  least  the 
145,000  mark  before  the  year  closes. 
In  this  event  the  year's  total  would 
be  surpassed  only  by  those  of  1942  and 
1943  when  over  150,000  live  births 
were  reported.  However,  the  live 
birth  rate  per  1,000  population  would 
probably  not  be  over  17.7  as  compared 
to  19.5  and  20.1  for  1942  and  1943, 
respectively. 

The  tables  which  follow  present  the 
statistics  of  all  live  births  and 
deaths  which  were  reported  to  have 
occurred  in  Illinois  during  the  first 
six  months  of  1946.  Table  I  gives 
the  figures-  for  occurrences  in  the 
state  as  a  whole.  .In  tables  II  -  VII 
these  occurrences  are  allocated  to  the 
usual  place  of  residence  according  as 
it  falls  into  the  six  major  regions  of 
Illinois.  A  short  discussion  of  these 
regions  has  been  published  in  Review 
of  Illinois  Health  Statistics  Number 
I,  "Summary  of  Births,  Deaths,  and 
Communicable  Diseases  for  Principal 
Areas  of  the  State  by  Occurrence  and 
Residence,  1941-1944" 

Table  VIII  lists  the  nuffber  of  live 
births,  stillbirths,  and  deaths  which 
occurred  in  each  county.  These  fig- 
ures should  not  be  confused  with  the 
preceding  tables  for  regions  which  are 
baeed  on  residence.

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MORTALITY  AND  NATALITY  IN  ILLINOIS:   FIRST  NINE  MONTHS,  1946 


Record-breaking  registration  of  live 
births  occurred  in  the  third  quarter  of 
this  year  when  45,040  birth  certificates 
were  filed.  This  number  which  is  5,600 
over  the  highest  third  quarter  ever  re- 
corded in  Illinois,  brings  the  first 
nine  month's  total  to  111,697  as  com- 
pared with  the  1945  figure  of  98,204. 
It  now  appears  that  more  births  will  be 
recorded  in  1946  than  in  any  previous 
year.  The  estimated  birth  rate  for  1946 
is  about  19  live  births  per  1,000  popu- 
lation. This  is  a  return  to  the  high 
birth  rates  in  the  early  1920 »s. 

The  favorable  mortality  picture  seen 
during  the  second  quarter  of  1946  has 
continued  throughout  the  third  quarter. 
Although  total  deaths  during  January- 
September,  1946  were  more  than  in  the 
same  period  last  year,  the  six  months  of 
April-September,  1946  had  lower  mortal- 
ity than  in  1945.    In   the  past  six 


months,  mortality  in  every  age  group  ex- 
cept infants  under  one  month  has  been 
lower  than  in  the  same  six  months  of 
1945.  Higher  neonatal  (infants  under 
one  month)  mortality  was  to  be  expected 
because  of  the  great  increase  in  births. 
Actually  the  increase  in  neonatal  deaths 
was  more  than  twice  what  could  be  ex- 
pected on  the  basis  of  just  the  in- 
creased births  in  1946.  The  leading 
causes  of  neonatal  deaths  continue  to  be 
premature  birth,  birth  injury,  and  con- 
genital malformations.  Premature  birth 
is  the  cause  for  over  half  of  all  neo- 
natal deaths.  While  the  death  rate  for 
congenital  malformations  dropped  below 
the  1945  rate,  both  the  rates  for  pre- 
mature birth  and  birth  injury  were  above 
those  for  1945.  The  low  mortality  among 
infants  between  one  month  and  one  year 
of  age  is  still  very  encouraging,  and 
accounts  for  the  fact  that  the  death 
rate   for  infants  under  one  year  was  no 


The  Bealth  Statistics  Bulletin  has  been  established  to  release  provisional 
statistics  on  health  matters.  The  subject  matter  of  the  first  two  numbers  has 
been  confined  to  quarterly  mortality  information,  but  subsequent  numbers  are 
planned  for  other  types  of  material  important  to  health  officers  and  others 
concerned  with  Public  health  Problems.  No  set  schedule  of  Publication  has  been 
established,  but  Bulletins  will  be  issued  as  quickly  as  the  pertinent  sta- 
tistics can    be   assembled.

2  more  than  32.5  per  thousand  live  births 
for  the  first  nine  months  of  1946.  This 
rate  is  5%  below  the  average  rate  for 
the  first  nine  months  of  the  last  five 
years.  Because  this  was  accomplished 
inspite  of  a  high  neonatal  death  rate, 
continued  favorable  mortality  among 
children  over  a  month  old  will  make  fur- 
ther reduction  of  the  infant  death  rate 
almost  entirely  dependent  upon  reduced 
neonatal  mortality. 

Deaths  associated  with  childbearing 
are  at  an  all  time  low.  So  far  this 
year  only  174  maternal  deaths  have  been 
reported,  a  decrease  of  n  from  the  num- 
ber reported  in  the  same  period  of  1945. 
This  year's  maternal  death  rate  is  1.6 
per  thousand  live  births,  a  15%  decrease 
from  last  year's. 

At  the  end  of  September,  1946  all 
time  lows  had  been  reported  for  deaths 
from  six  other  diseases,  namely,  scarlet 
fever,  whooping  cough,  tuberculosis, 
syphilis,  appendicitis,  and  nephritis. 
All  of  these  except  tuberculosis  had 
also  reached  new  lows  at  the  end  of  six 
months.  Early  in  1946  there  was  a  rath- 
er severe  outbreak  of  respiratory  dis- 
eases with  considerable  mortality,  But 
the  favorable  experience  of  the  past  six 
months  has  been  sufficient  to  bring  the 
total  mortality  from  tuberculosis  to  a 
new  low  and  has  materially  reduced  the 
year's  mortality  from  influenza  and 
pneumonia.  Continuance  of  this  trend 
now  seems  probable  and  it  is  likely  that 
the  pneumonia  and  influenza  death  rates 
for  the  entire  year  1946  will  establish 
new  lows. 

As  forecasted,  the  third  quarter  saw 
a  sharp  rise  in  mortality  from  polio- 
myelitis. Through  September,  121  deaths 
had  been  recorded.  This  number  was 
-still  under  the  1943  figure  even  though 
cases  reported  through  September,  1946 
were  almost  three  times  those  reported 
in  the  same  period  of  1943.  Four  more 
deaths  from  measles  occurred,  bringing 
the  total  to  51.  Fatality  among  known 
cases  of  measles  in  1946  is  less  than 
half  that  experienced  in  1944  when  80 
deaths  were  reported  but  about  15%  above 
that  in  1943  when  49  deaths  occurred. 
Diphtheria  deaths  now  stand  at  21,  an 
increase  over  both  1944  and  1945- 

Although  this  year's  third  quarter 
mortality  from  heart  disease,  cancer, 
and  cerebral  nemorrhage  was  slightly 
lower  than  in  1945,  the  totals  for  the 
first  nine  months  of  1946  are  the  high- 
est  ever  recorded.    Deaths  from   heart 


disease,  cancer,  and  cerebral

Homicides,  suicides,  and  fatal  acci- 
dents are  still  ahead  of  the  1945  experi- 
ence. While  the  homici-'-  rate  show< 
decided  increase  in  the  first  half  oi 
1946  and  then  began  tapering  off  during 
the  third  quarter,  suicide  showed  a  third 
quarter  rate  somewhat  higher  than  its 
rate  for  the  first  six  months.  August 
and  September,  1946  show  fewer  accidental 
deaths  than  in  tne  corresponding  months 
of  1945  and  reflects  the  trend  in  motor 
vehicle  fatalities.  For  the  first  time 
in  17  months,  deaths  from  automobile  ac- 
cidents in  July,  August,  and  September, 
1946  were  lower  than  those  in  the  same 
months  of  the  previous  year. 

When  the  first  nine  months  mortality 
of  1945  and  1946  are  compared  t>y  age 
group,  only  the  groups,  under  one  month, 
the  15-24,  and  the  65  years  and  over  show 
increases.  Among  those  aged  15-24,  de- 
creases in  deaths  from  diabetes,  pneu- 
monia, tuberculosis,  and  the  remaining 
communicable  diseases  were  more  than 
overshadowed  by  increases  in  cancer 
deaths,  suicides,  and  accidental  deaths. 
Accidental  deaths  alone  accounted  for  87% 
of  the  increase  in  this  age  group. 
Almost  65%  of  the  increased  deaths  among 
those  over  65  was  due  to  heart  disease 
deaths  with  the  remainder  evenly  divided 
between  pneumonia  and  cancer  deaths.  The 
largest  decrease  seen  in  any  age  group 
was  for  children  aged  5-14  and  was  due  to 
fewer  deaths  from  accidents,  heart  dis- 
ease, and  pneumonia,  the  three  leading 
causes  of  death  among  children  of  this 
age. 

On  the  basis  of  the  first  nine  months' 
experience,  the  crude  death  rate  should 
be  approximately  11  per  thousand  popula- 
tion. With  our  population  reverting  to  a 
normal  peace  time  basis,  it  is  to  be  ex- 
pected that  the  crude  death  rate  should 
be  lower  than  in  the  war  years.  However, 
it  is  significant  that  the  rate  of  ll  per 
thousand  population  is  almost  the  same  as 
our  most  favorable  prewar  experience,  de- 
spite the  fact  that  year  by  year  we  have 
an  ever  aging  population 

Table  I  on  the  next  page  presents  sta- 
tistics of  all  live  births  and  deaths  oc- 
curring in  Illinois  during  the  first  nine 
months  of  1946.  In  Tables  II  -  VII  these 
occurrences  are  allocated  to  the  region 
of  residence.  Table  VIII  lists  the 
number  of  live  births,  stillbirths,  and 
deaths  which  occurred    in  each  county.

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INFANT    AND    MATERNAL   MORTALITY    IN    ILLINOIS 

A  baby  born  on  July  1,  19^  had  a  fifty-fifty  ohanoe  of  living  until  August  13,  2011.  On  the  same  date  a  baby  one  year  old 
had  a  fifty-fifty  ohanoe  of  living  until  April  18,  2012.  On*  year  olds  have  greater  life  expectancy  than  the  newborn  large- 
ly because  bo  many  tables  die  in  the  first  month  of  life. 
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PNEUMONIA    AND    INFLUENZA    IN    ILLINOIS,   1920-1945 
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Deaths  from  pneumonia  and  influenza  follow  closely  the  pattern  of  oase  reporte.  Mortality  from  pneumonia  elnoe 
1937  has  dropped  muoh  more  eharpljr  than  oases  because  of  the  great  adranoes  In  treatment.  Pneumonia  suddenly 
became  less  fatal  when  specif io  serum  came  Into  general  use  during  the  late  thirties.  Then  cams  the  sulfa  drugs 
whose  liberal  use  had  been  successful  in  treating  many  pneumonias  and  apparently  wards  off  pneumonias  whioh  would 
otherwise  complicate  Influenza  and  other  illnesses.  Beoently  the  treatment  of  pneumonias  became  more  effeotlre 
through  the  use  of  penclllln  and  other  antibiotics.

A  record-breaking  170,921  livebirths  were  registered  in  Illinois  for  the  year  1946.  At 
the  same  tine  only  88,373  deaths  occurred  in  the  state.   The  exeess  of  births  orer  deaths  provides 

the  state  -with  a  natural  increase  in  population  amounting  to  82,51*8  persons.  The  I9U6  birth  rate 
of  20.9  livebirths  per  1,000  population  is  the  highest  in  the  history  of  Illinois  vital  statistics. 
The  lov  rate  of  10.8  deaths  per  1,000  population  in  191*6  is  near  the  all  time  low  of  10.6  encoun- 
tered in  1933. 

Underneath  this  text  is  plotted  the  July  1  population  in  Illinois  for  each  year  from  1910 
to  19^6.  At  the  bottom  of  the  page  are  shown  the  births  and  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  state 
since  1916.  No  reliable  figures  on  births  and  deaths  in  Illinois  were  collected  before  19l6. 

Despite  recent  high  birth  rates,  the  population  is  not  now  growing  as  rapidly  as  in  the 
years  after  World  War  I,  because  fewer  new  residents  are  entering  the  state.  Lack  of  in-mlgration 
is  partially  offset  by  progress  in  the  prevention  of  early  death  from  disease.  But  this  savinA  of 
lives  (as  evidenced  by  low  death  rates)  is  also  causing  substantial  increases  each  year  in  the  lium- 
ber  of  old  peooHr  Coupled  with  large  increases  in  the  ohild  population,  this  has  the  effect  of 
making  manyfg  ^persons  dependent  on  relatively  fewer  people  in  the  productive  years  of  life. 
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MORTALITY     IN    ILLINOIS    DURING     1946 


THE  BRIGHT  SIDE 


The  year  19^6  began  with  a  rather  high 
mortality  in  the  first  three  months 
brought  about  by  a  fairly  widespread  out- 
break of  influenza  and  pneumonia  that 
started  in  late  I9U5.  Despite  this  poor 
beginning  the  conditions  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year  were  so  favorable 
that  the  mortality  for  the  year  as  a 
vho'-tf  was  only  10.8  deaths  per  1,000  per- 
sons in  the  state.  In  the  last  30  years 
this  rate  has  been  bettered  only  3  times 
and  equalled  only  3  times.  Although  the 
population  of  the  state  is  estimated  to 
have  increased  nearly  half  a  million, 
there  were  only  158  more  deaths  in  I9U6 
than  in  19^5- 

The  fact  that  low  mortality  exists,  in 
spite  of  an  aging  population  wherein  year 
by  year  an  ever  increasing  proportion 
faces  greater  likelihood  of  death,  is  en- 
couraging evidence  of  progress  in  the 
saving  of  life.  If  present  death  rates 
were  standardized  against  what  has  been 
taken  to  be  a  standard  distribution  of 
people  into  age  groups,  the  resulting 
standardized  rates  would  be  generally 
lower  than  those  heretofore  encountered, 
even  for  such  causes  as  now  give  very 
high  crude  death  rates. 

The  greatest  number  of  deaths  (and 
therefore  the  highest  crude  death  rate) 
is  seen  in  heart  disease.  Every  year 
sees  a  great  number  of  heart  deaths,  but 
in  19^6  the  crude  rate  dropped  to  38U  per 
100,000  population  from  the  1+08  in  I9U5. 
This  drop  in  the  rate  comes  from  the  fact 
that  the  increase  in  deaths  from  this 
cause  did  not  keep  pace  with  the  growth 
of  population.  A  similar  situation  is 
observed  for  cancer,  where  the  crude  rate 
fell  off  from  16k  in  19^5  to  157  per 
100,000  population  in  1946,  even  though 
the  total  number  of  deaths  increased. 
Other  leading  diseases  having  lower  crude 
rates  for  the  same  reason  were  cerebral 
hemorrhage,  diabetes,  nephritis,  and  dis- 
eases of  the  digestive  system. 

The  most  outstanding  progress  in  sav- 
ing lives  was  among  newborn  babies  and 
their  mothers.  Despite  the  great  number 
of  births  in  19^6,  which  taxed  obstetric 


and  pediatric  facilities  to  the  greatest 
extent  ever,  deaths  associated  with 
childbearing  reached  an  alL  time  low  of 
1.3  maternal  deaths  per  1.000  liveblrths 
and  deaths  of  babies  under  1  year  of  age 
dropped  to  30.3  infant  deaths  per  1,000 
live  births,  the  lowest  in  history.

Although  the  stillbirth  rate  is  also 
at  a  minimum,  it  is  hazardous  to  draw 
conclusions  because  the  reporting  of 
stillbirths  is  far  from  complete  and 
there  is  no  way  of  knowing  whether  the 
reporting  is  better  or  worse  now  than  be- 
fore. What  evidence  there  is  indicates 
that  better  and  more  prenatal  care  is  be- 
ing given  the  expectant  mother  and  that 
this  helps  save  lives.  Continued  im- 
provement is  possible,  as  can  be  seen 
from  comparing  conditions  in  the  various 
parts  of  the  state.  In  the  city  of 
Chicago  the  infant  and  maternal  death 
rates  are  28.8  and  1.2  per  1,000  live 
births,  respectively;  in  the  rest  of  the 
state  the  infant  death  rate  is  31. 3  and 
the  maternal  death  rate  1.5.  The  fact 
that  these  rates  are  based  on  occurrences 
rather  than  residence  makes  the  disparity 
more  important,  because  Chicago,  as  an 
important  medical  center,  tends  to  draw 
into  the  city  many  cases  with  complica- 
tions . 

Incidental  good  news  is  the  fact 
that  for  the  8th  successive  year  there 
has  not  been  a  death  from  smallpox  in  the 
state.   However,  as  long  as  even  a  few 


cases  of  the  disease  occur  it  remains  a 
threat  and  requires  continued  immuniza- 
tion against  the  disease.  Deaths  from 
meningitis  were  almost  halved  and  indica- 
tions are  that  the  wartime  boom  in  this 
disease  has  nearly  "been  abated.

;  THE  DARK  SIDE 

The  ad terse  events  of  1946  which  come 
most  readily  to  mind  are  the  epidemic  of 
poliomyelitis  and  two  tragic  accidents. 
There  were  171  deaths  from  polio,  nearly 
double  the  number  in  1945  and  19  more 
than  the  previous  high  of  152  deaths  in 
1943.  The  railroad  wreck  at  Naperville 
in  May  led  to  46  deaths  and  the  holocaust 
at  the  LaSalle  Hotel  in  Chicago  caused  6l 
deathB.  These  two  catastrophes  signifi- 
cantly increased  the  proportion  of  deaths 
from  public  accidents  for  the  year. 

An  epidemic  and  a  spectacular  wreck  or 
fire  focus  attention  because  they,  fortu- 
nately, are  unusual.  But  the  greatest 
dangers  to  life  are  unfortunately  too 
often  passed  over  Just  because  they  are 
familiar  every  day  occurrences.  In- 
creased use  of  automobiles  has  brought  on 
a  sharp  increase  in  auto  accidents.  The 
I669  deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents 
in  1946  were  l6#  higher  than  in  1945  and 
almost  27#  above  the  low  reached  in  1944 
when  the  greatest  restrictions  on  auto 
traffic  were  effective.  While  motor  ve- 
hicle fatalities  are  well  under  the  peak 
figure  of  2600  reached  in  194l,  the  trend 


shows  that  we  need  not  be  surprised  if 
that  figure  is  soon  approached  or  even 
passed.  Probably  the  worst  feature  of 
the  mortality  from  accidents  is  that  it 
strikes  heavily  on  children  and  on  per- 
sons in  the  productive  years  of  life. 
The  importance  of  accidental  death  in 
this  last  group  is  demonstrated  by  the 
charts  on  page  12  of  this  bulletin. 

While  the  downward  trend  of  deaths 
from  tuberculosis  continued  in  1946,  this 
disease  is  always  a  great  cause  for  con- 
cern because  of  its  impact  on  individuals 
in  the  earlier  years  of  maturity.  The 
charts  on  the  last  page  show  tuberculosis 
as  the  second  most  frequent  cause  of 
death  in  persons  in  each  of  the  age 
groups  15-24  and  25-44  years. 

A  prime  cause  for  concern  is  the 
doubling  of  deaths  from  diphtheria  in 
1946  over  1945.  Despite  the  fact  that 
diphtheria  can  be  prevented  by  immuniza- 
tion, the  disease  caused  13  deaths  in 
1946  among  children  under  5  years,  as  op- 
posed to  only  6  deaths  in  1945.  Similar- 
ly, the  9  deaths  among  children  aged  5-14 
were  3  more  than  for  those  ages  during 
1945.  A  new  problem  is  created  by  the 
increase  in  diphtheria  among  adults.  In 
1946  there  were  9  deaths  from  diphtheria 
in  persons  15  years  old  and  over  as  op- 
posed to  only  3  deaths  in  1945;  of  the  9 
deaths  in  this  age  group,  5  were  in  the 
ages  15  to  25. 

Although  death  from  whooping  cough 
dropped  off  sharply  in  19^6,  the  30 
deaths  from  this  cause  make  a  tragic  com- 
mentary on  the  failure  to  immunize  all 
babies  against  the  disease.  Certain 
fatal  infectious  diseases  usually  infre- 
quent as  causes  of  death,  were  sharply 
higher  in  1946  than  in  1945.  Tularemia 
accounted  for  9  deaths  as  compared  with  6 
in  1945,  and  Rocky  Mountain  spotted  fever 
caused  4  deaths  in  1946  as  opposed  to 
none  in  the  previous  year. 

Suicides  and  homicides  increased 
sharply  in  1946  over  1945.  Suicide  rates 
were  at  their  lowest  during  the  war 
period  and  were  at  their  highest  during 
the  years  of  economic  uncertainty  from 
1930  through  1934.  Homicide  was  also 
very  low  during  the  war  years.

BOOM    IN    BIRTHS    SLACKENS 


The  great  boom  in  births  during  1946 
leveled  off  after  reaching  its  peak  in  Octo- 
ber and  began  to  recede  in  1947.  Almost 
18,000  babies  were  born  in  October  1946, 
equivalent  to  an  annual  birth  rate  of  26.3 
per  1,000  inhabitants.  The  births  occurring 
in  the  first  three  months  of  1947  are  equiv- 
alent to  an  annual  rate  of  24.  per  1,000  in- 
habitants. Incomplete  returns  for  April  and 
May  indicate  continuance  of  a  slight  downward 
trend.  Despite  this,  indications  are  that 
the  total  births  in  1947  will  exceed  185,000 


with  a  birth  rate  for  the  year  of  about  22.5 
per  1,000  inhabitants  in  the  state. 

The  Illinois  experience  parallels  the 
record  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  However, 
the  national  birth  rate  runs  about  %  over 
Illinois'.  The  Illinois  birth  rate  is  usual- 
ly about  the  lowest  among  the  k8   states. 

Although  births  are  expected  to  slow 
up  still  more  during  I9U7,  the  high  marriage 
rates  during  the  latter  part  of  1946  presage 
another  peak  in  births  during  the  first  half 
of  19U8.

CONTINUED  PROGRESS  IN  DEFERMENT  OF  DEATH 


There  were  968  more  deaths  in  Illinois 
during  the  first  three  months  of  1947  than  in 
1946.  The  equivalent  annual  crude  death  rate 
for  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  was  12.1 
deaths  per  1,000  inhabitants  as  opposed  to 
11.8  for  the  same  period  of  last  year.  This 
much  of  the  mortality  picture  makes  presen4- 
health  conditions  appear  worse  than  a  ,y^ar 
ago. 

Actually,  a  closer  analysis  of  the  mor- 
tality record  shows  that  conditions  have  im- 
proved rather  remarkably.  This  year  there 
were  226  fewer  deaths  among  those  aged  1  to 
44  years,  despite  there  being  more  people  in 
these  ages  now  than  last  year.  All  of  this 
year's  increase  in  deaths  was  among  less- 
than-year-old  babies  and  people  past  their 
forty -fifth  birthday.

Although  448  more  infants  died  this  year 
than  last  in  the  months  of  January  through 
March,  the  infant  mortality  rate  is  3.3  per 
thousand  live  births  below  19^6.  Even  more 
remarkable  is  the  saving  of  life  among  the 
mothers  who  have  given  us  the  boom  in  babies. 
There  were  57  maternal  deaths  last  year  and 
exactly  the  same  number  this  year.  Conse- 
quently, the  first  quarter  maternal  mortality 
rate  dropped  from  a  satisfactory  1.9  des+hs 
per  thousand  live  births  in  1946  to  a  phenom- 
enally low  1.2  for  19^7-

Encouragingly  few  deaths  from  the  in- 
fectious diseases  were  recorded.  Tuberculosis 
registered  a  decrease  of  66  deaths  from  last 
year's  first  quarter  figure,  forcing  the 
equivalent  annual  rate  down  from  37.4  to  33-7 


TB  deaths  per  100  thousand  inhabitants  of  the 
State.  (The  drop  in  this  death  rate  needs  to 
be  discounted  somewhat  because  part  of  the 
reduction  is  a  numerical  quirk  due  to  the 
population  base  having  increased  roost  in  the 
age  group  where  TB  is  at  a  minimum,  namely, 
childhood).

Accidental  deaths  might  have  been  fewer 
in  this  year's  first  quarter  than  last 
year's,  had  it  not  been  for  the  tragic  Cen- 
tralia  coal  mine  explosion  which  claimed  111 
lives  on  March  25.  Less  dramatic  but  equally 
tragic     is  the  15$     jump  in    fatalities     from

accidents  in  the  home.  This  dismal  record  is 
partially  offset  by  a  decrease  of  79  in 
deaths  from  public  and  motor  vehicle  acci- 
dents. The  8$  drop  in  auto  accident  deaths 
is  particularly  gratifying  because  it  re- 
verses the  upward  trend  which  began  with  the 
removal  of  wartime  mileage  restrictions. 

Deaths  from  heart  disease,  cancer,  and 
cerebral  hemorrhage  in  the  first  quarter  were 
substantially  higher  in  194,7  than  in  1946, 
both  as  to  number  and  crude  rate.  Neverthe- 
less, improved  conditions  are  reflected  in 
the  actual  decrease  in  deaths  from  these 
causes  among  people  under  k^  years  of  age. 
The  year-by-year,  month -by -month  increase  in 
total  mortality  from  these  three  leading 
causes  characteristically  represents  DEFERRED 
MORTALITY.  Furthermore,  these  increases  act- 
ually measure  a  growing  success  in  deferring 
death  and  lengthening  the  average  span  of 
life.  Such  striking  progress  in  postponing 
death  lends  emphasis  to  the  challenge  in  the 
next  great  problem,  to  wit,  the  cultivation 
and  preservation  of  positive  good  health 
throughout  life.

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THE  HALFWAY  MARK  IN  1947  VITAL  STATISTICS 


BIRTHS     IN    1947     MAY     REACH     2  00,090 

Almost  97,000  babies  were  born  in  Illinois 
during  the  first  half  of  this  year.  At  this  rate  the 
total  births  for  1947  may  be  nearly  200,000.  While 
the  current  birth  rate  of  23.1  per  thousand  inhabi- 
tants seems  high  as  compared  to  the  16.6  for  the 
first  half  of  1946,  it  is  small  as  compared  to  the 
abnormal  38  per  thousand  for  the  last  half  of  1946. 
From  this  fact  and  the  chart  below  it  is  apparent 
that  the  great  boom  in  births  that  began  last  year 
in  August  has  fallen  off,  although  birth  rates  con- 
tinue to  be  high. 

The  recent  high  birth  rates  are  for  the  most 
part  due  to  the  unusually  high  marriage  rates  since 
June,  1945.  In  every  month  of  1946  the  rate  was 
higher  than  in  any  corresponding  month  during  the 
preceding  years.  So  far  in  1947,  marriages  have 
exceeded  all  earlier  years  excepting  1946.  Accord- 
ingly, we  can  expect  a  continuance  of  birth  rates  at 
a  high  level  for  still  another  year. 

A  statement  in  an  earlier  issue  of  this  bulle- 
tin that  the  1945  Illinois  birth  rate  of  18.4  was  the 
lowest  for  any  state  that  year  provoked  statewide 
newspaper  comment  and  public  concern.  It  is  now 
possible  to  report  that  in  the  preliminary  unpub- 
lished national  statistics  for  1946  Illinois  ranks 
44th  instead  of  49th  among  the  states  and  District 
of  Columbia.    However,  the  1946  Illinois   birth  rate 


of  21.6  per  thousand  inhabitants  is  well  below  the 
U.  S.  average  of  23.3.  Currently,  the  Illinois  birth 
rate  of  23.1  is  correspondingly  below  the  national 
average  of  26.2  per  thousand  inhabitants.  It  is  well 
to  remember  that  the  upsurge  in  birth  rates  has 
been  nation  wide  and  even  world  wide.  According- 
ly, Illinois  will  likely  continue  to  rank  among  the 
states  with  the  lowest  birth  rates  for  the  reason 
that  this  state  has  a  relatively  large  proportion  of 
its  population  in  the  older  age  groups  that  are  not 
forming  families.  Furthermore,  available  infor- 
mation on  population  movements  indicate  that  the 
state,  instead  of  attracting  younger  people  in  the 
reproductive  years  of  life,  is  losing  some  of  its 
own  to  the  western  states  that  have  been  gaining  so 
rapidly. 

*     *     * 

POPULATION    GAINS 

According  to  recent  estimates  made  by  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Illinois' total  population 
was  8,221,000  on  July  1,  1947,  representing  an  in- 
crease on  193,000  over  their  estimate  for  July  1, 
1946.  This  increase  is  ascribed  to  the  return  of  a 
large  number  of  men  from  the  armed  forces 
coupled  with  the  great  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
during  the  12  month  period.  The  U.  S.  as  a  whole 
madea  population  gain  of  2.5%  while  Illinois  gained 
2.4%  in  the  twelvemonth.  California  gained  3.4% 
to  lead  the  nation  in  growth.  There  were  gains  in 
every  state  except  three  where  the  loss  of  popu- 
lation from  military  establishments  in  the  state 
outweighed  their  gains  in  civilian  population.

MORTALITY  AT  MIDYEAR 

The  crude  mortality  rate  of  11.7  deaths  per 
thousand  inhabitants  for  the  first  six  months  of 
1947  is  slightly  but  not  significantly  above  the  11.6 
for  the  first  half  of  last  year.  It  is,  of  course,  to 
be  expected  that  total  mortality  rates  will  rise  with 
the  ever  increasing  proportion  of  older  individuals 
in  the  general  population.  Thus,  it  is  typical  that 
more  and  more  deaths  are  due  to  the  two  leading 
killers,  heart  disease  and  cancer.  For  January 
and  February  of  this  year  total  mortality  was  low 
in  comparison  with  1946.  A  belated  o  utb  r  e  a  k  of 
influenza  and  pneumonia  more  than  cancelled  this 
advantage.  Most  of  the  increase  in  deaths  from 
these  causes  took  place  downstate.

At  a  time  of  rising  birth  rates  the  infant  mor- 
tality rate  always  appears  favorable  and  the  current 
rate  of  31.3  per  thousand  livebirths  is  no  exception. 
A  more  reliable  indicator  is  offered  by  the  neonatal 
rate  which  stands  at  22.8  per  thousand  livebirths, 
as  opposed  to  25.4  in  the  first  half  of  1946.  De- 
spite all  this  progress,  mortality  in  the  first  month 
of  life  is  still  a  leading  contributor  to  the  total 
death  rate  as  well  as  being  responsible  for  almost 
three  out  of  every  five  deaths  among  children  under 
five  years  of  age.  Maternal  mortality  for  the  first 
six  months  was  phenomenally  low,  only  eleven 
mothers  having  died  for  every  ten  thousand  1  i  v  e 
babies  born.

The  record  for  the  first  half  year  with  re- 
spect to  the  communicable  diseases  is  encouraging. 
Decreases  have  taken  place  in  the  mortality  from 
all  of  the  infectious  diseases  that  are  preventable. 
The  continued  decrease  in  tuberculosis  mortality 
emphasizes    the  progress    being    made  in  tubercu-

losis  control.  Nevertheless,  tuberculosis  still 
ranks  high  among  the  leading  causes  of  death  in 
Illinois.  The  progress  noted  now  is  not  only  justi- 
fication for  the  recent  intensification  of  tubercu- 
losis control  measures,  but  is  strong  evidence  that 
still  greater  efforts  can  bring  about  the  eventual 
elimination  of  the  "white  scourge".

PREVENTABLE  DEATHS 

The  major  emphasis  in  medicine  and  public 
health  has  always  been  directed  at  preventing  early 
death  from  disease.  The  increased  average  life 
span  is  eloquent  testimony  of  success  in  postponing 
death  from  disease.  Years  ago,  smallpox  was  one 
of  our  worst  killers  but  now  the  disease  has  been 
almost    completely    eliminated  as  a  cause  of  death. 

But  what  is  the  record  with  the  causes  of  death 
associated  with  external  injuries  to  the  human 
body?  Despite  the  medical  advances  in  saving  the 
lives  of  the  injured,  we  still  find  that  over  8%  of  all 
deaths  are  accounted  for  by  the  external  causes- 
accidents,  suicide,  and  homicide.  Theoretically, 
all  that  external  violence  is  preventable.  However  , 
the  record  shows  that  all  our  efforts  at  prevention 
do  little  more  than  hold  the  live  on  mortality  from 
external  causes.  This  is  borne  but  by  the  table  and 
chart  on  the  back  page  of  this  bulletin.  They  show 
the  last  26  years'  mortality  experience  for  the  five 
major  external  causes:  motor  vehicle,  accidents, 
other  transport  accidents,  falls,  suicide,  and  homi- 
cide. The  width  of  each  band  on  the  chart  indicates 
the  proportion  of  mortality  associated  with  each 
cause.  Together,  these  causes  account  for  about 
75%  of  all  deaths  from  violence. 

It  is  apparent  that  mortality  from  suicide  and 
homicide  are  reflections  of  social  conditions.  The 
fact  that  suicides  were  fewest  during  the  recent 
war  re-emphasizes  an  observation  by  J.  R.  Miner 
25  years  ago  that  "there  can  be  little  doubt  that 
war  reduces  the  suicide  rate  by  giving  people 
something  to  think  about  outside  themselves,  by 
stimulating  the  patriotic  emotions,  in  a  word  by 
increasing  the  'group  spirit'  ".  The  fact  that  sui- 
cides were  highest  during  the  depression  period  of 
the  1930's  also  points  up  the  importance  of  eco- 
nomic  difficulties   as  a    stimulus   to   self  murder. 


Homicides  were  also  at  their  lowest  during  the  war 
period,  but  were  highest  in  the  period  of  organized 
lawlessness  following  World  War  I.  While  a  gen- 
eral public  respect  for  law  and  order  can  obviously 
bring  homicide  to  a  minimum,  effective  means  for 
accomplishing  such  control  of  the  social  environ- 
ment are  less  obvious. 
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In  the  last  26  years  from  10  to  1  7  out  of  every 
500  deaths  in  Illinois  have  resulted  from  transpor- 
tation accidents.  A  steady  increase  in  transport 
fatalities  went  on  from  1921  to  1937,  when  a  peak 
of  35  such  deaths  out  of  every  thousand  deaths  was 
reached.  The  apparent  sharp  increase  in  motor 
vehicle  deaths  for  1930  over  1929  is  due  to  the 
change  in  the  statistical  classification  of  accident 
deaths  made  effective  in  1930.  Before  1930,  col- 
lisions between  automobiles  and  trains  or  street- 
cars were  allocated  to  train  and  streetcar  acci- 
dents. Actually,  auto  accident  deaths  in  Illinois  in- 
creased almost  every  year  up  to  1938.  The  only 
real  decline  came  during  the  war  as  a  result  of 
mileage  restrictions,  when  restrictions  were  lifted, 
the  auto  accident  death  rate  again  rose,  albeit  at 
lower  levels  than  prewar.  A  recent  encouraging 
note  is  found  in  the  fact  that  1947  auto  accident 
fatalities  in  the  first  six  months  are  somewhat  be- 
low 1946  levels. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  preven- 
tion of  accidental  death  from  conflagration,  burns, 
drownings,  and  hazardous  occupations.  The  decline 
since  1921  in  mortality  due  to  accidents  in  mines 
and  quarries  is  attributable  to  fewer  miners  and 
greater  mine  safety.  The  recent  Illinois  coal  mine 
disasters  that  claimed  142  lives  in  seven  months 
show  the  need  for  unrelenting  effort  on  mine  safety 
work.  The  National  Safety  Council  reports  that  in 
mining  and  quarrying  there  was  one  accidental 
death  among    every   620  workers,  the  highest   rate 


in  any  industry.  Deaths  due  to  serious  fires  (con- 
flagrations) are  increasing  and  also  account  for  a 
greater  share  of  accident  deaths.  Undoubtedly,  the 
acute  housing  shortage  has  brought  on  overcrowd- 
ing of  unsafe  buildings  and  thereby  increased  fire 
hazards. 


DEATHS  IN  CONFLAGRATIONS 

PER  THOUSAND  DEATHS  ALL   CAUSES- 
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Deaths  from  burns  are  now  well  below  the 
levels  of  the  1920's,  even  though  there  are  so  many 
more  people.  Safer  appliances,  diminishing  use  of 
Kerosene  and  gasoline  stoves  in  the  home,  better 
industrial  safety  practices,  and  safety  education 
have  all  contributed  to  the  progress.  There  has 
been  a  small  but  steady  decrease  in  the  proportion 
of  deaths  by  drowning  over  the  last  fifteen  years. 
The  growth  of  supervised  swimming,  the  teaching 
of  lifesaving,  etc.  have  undoubtedly  been  responsi- 
ble for  this  important  progress. 

A  large  part  of  our  deaths  from  accidental 
causes  are  due  to  falls.  To  make  matters  worse, 
these  deaths  are  steadily  increasing.  The  death 
statistics  for  the  1920's  understate  mortality  from 
falls  by  about  15%  because  of  the  death  classifica- 
tion scheme  used  then.  Of  course,  the  majority  of 
deaths  from  falls  occur  at  the  older  ages,  particu- 
larly 65  years  and  older.  Accordingly,  we  can  ex- 
pect falls  to  bring  on  more  deaths  as  we  accumulate 
more  old  people.  At  the  same  time,  this  situation 
lays  down  a  tremendous  challenge  to  education  in 
personal  safety  precautions  and  to  the  design  of 
living  places,  work  places  and  public  places  offer- 
ing fewer  opportunities  for  dangerous  falls.

For  the  second  consecutive  year  the  Illinois 
birth  rate  has  reached  anew  high.  There  were 
191  .866  live  births  registered  in  I  1  1  i  n  o  i  s  during 
1947,  making  a  rate  of  2  3.3  live  births  for  each 
thousand  inhabitants.  A  great  boom  in  births  has 
continued  throughout  the  entire  United  States  ever 
since  the  f  .11  of  1946.  Therefore,  there  is  little 
likelihood  that  Illinois  will  rank  higher  among  the 
states  than  it  did  in  194  6  when  Illinois'  birth  rate 
was  45th  with  20.9.  The  boom,  has  been  gradually 
receding  from  the  all-time  high  in  October  of  1946 
and  the  outlook  for  1948  is  a  continued  recession 
from  these  high  birth  rates. 

The  most  significant  health  note  in  the  1947 
record  is  that  our  gains  in  saving  the  lives  of  young 
babies  have  been  preserved  in  spite  of  the  heavy 
load  on  hospitals  and  physicians.  The  1947  infant 
death  rate  represents  a  new  milestone  in  the  battle 
to  save  life  in  that  dangerous  first  year.  There 
were  only  28.4  deaths  among  less  than  one  year 
old  babies  for  every  1,000  born  during  the  year. 
Premature  birth  is  still  the  most  frequent  cause  of 
death  among  babies. 
This  largely  ac- 
counts for  the  fact 
that  four  out  of 
every  five  babies 
who  die  in  the  first 
year  of  life  die  in 
the  first  month. 

Although  the 
figures  on  maternal 
deaths  are  not  yet 
complete,  it  is 
quite  certain  that 
the    record     will  |945 

show  our  high  birth 
rate  is  accompanied 

by  an  unusually  low  maternal  mortality.  Indica- 
tions are  that  only  about  twelve  will  have  died 
from  maternal  causes  for  every  10,000  babies  born 
alive. 

The  92,230  deaths  in  the  state  during  1947 
account  for  a  general  death  rate  of  11.2  deaths  per 
1,000  population.    While  this  is  higher  than  the  1946 


5,000 


rate  of  10.8  the  increase  is  not  alarming.  Heart 
disease  and  cancer  account  for  over  one  half  of  all 
deaths  that  now  occur.  Since  the  increase  in  deaths 
is  found  among  the  oldest  age  groups,  what  we  are 
seeing  is  the  effect  of  deferred  mortality  beginning 
to  catch  up  with  us  as  heart  disease  and  cancer  con- 
tribute an  ever    increasing  share    to  fatal    illness. 

Intensified  effort  in  the  early  detection  and 
treatment  of  cancer  have  not  as  yet  been  reflected 
in  the  crude  mortality  rates.  But  even  if  we  should 
soon  meet  with  lowering  mortality  from  cancer,  it 
is  only  through  better  prevention  and  management 
of  heart  disease  that  there  is  any  hope  of  averting 
a   steady  rise  in  the  general  death  rate.

There  were  143,945  live  births  registered 
during  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year  giving  a 
birth  rate  of  23.4  per  thousand  inhabitants.  As 
usual,  Downstate  with  its  82,479  live  births  and  a 
birth  rate  of  23.8  per  thousand  inhabitants  exceeds 
Chicago  in  both  respects.

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Infant  and  maternal  mortality  have  both  been 
lower  during  the  current  birth  boom  than  ever 
before.  Part  of  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  rising 
birth  rate  tends  to  artificially  depress  these  stan- 
dards of  measurement  of  the  force  of  mortality  due 
to  child  bearing  and  to  the  risks  associated  with 
early  infancy. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  improvement  in  both 
infant  and  maternal  mortality  is  in  part  due  to  the 
increased  use  of  hospitals.  In  1943,  87.8  per  cent 
of  allbirths  took  place  in  hospitals  but  in  1946,  this 
rose  to  93.1.  Currently,  about  ninety-four  per  cent 
of  our  babies  are  born  in  hospitals.  Most  of  this 
increase  took  place  in  downstate  Illinois.  Hospital 
births  Downstate  rose  from  82.7  per  cent  in  1943 
to  91.3  per  cent  in  1946.  In  the  same  period,  hos- 
pital births  in  Chicago  rose  from  94.3  per  cent  to 
95.6  per  cent.  Such  better  care  coupled  with  the 
widespread  use  of  the  so-called  "miracle  medi- 
cines" (sulfa  and  antibiotics)  has  evidently  been 
effective  in  reducing  maternal  and  infant  mortality. 
Fatal  diarrhea  of  the  newborn  has  been  markedly 
lower,  largely  b  e  c  a  u  s  e  repetitions  of  the  tragic 
hospital  outbreaks  that  marked  1946  have  been 
avoided.

Despite  this  improvement,  the  neonatal  rate 
shows  that  much  remains  to  b  e  done.  The  neo- 
natal death  rate  is  not  as  affected  by  the  increase 
in  the  birth  rate  as  are  the  infant  and  maternal 
death  rates.  Currently,  the  neonatal  death  rate  is 
22.2  per  thousand  li  ve  births  for  the  first  nine 
months  of  1947.  Although  this  is  a  considerable 
improvement  over   the    rate    of  24.5  per   thousand 


live  births  for  the  same  period  of  1946,  it  is  little 
if  any  better  than  the  all  time  low  of  21.3  reached 
in  1944.  An  examination  of  the  causes  of  death  that 
claim  the  lives  of  infants  before  they  reach  one 
month  of  a  g  e  shows  that  d  e  a  t  h  s  due  to  prema- 
turity accounted  for  the  bulk  of  the  increase  in  1945 
and  1946.  Even  though  prematurity  as  a  cause  of 
death  is  practically  1  i  m  i  t  e  d  to  young  babies,  it 
stands  ninth  on  the  list  of  leading  causes  of  death 
among  the  entire  population. 

Diabetes  mortality  continues  its  gradual  in- 
crease. There  were  108  more  diabetes  deaths  dur- 
ing the  first  nine  months  of  1947  than  in  the  same 
period  of  1946.  The  increase  is  largely  confined 
to  the  aged,  as  over  fifty-five  per  cent  of  diabetes 
deaths    occur  in  persons  sixty-five  years  or  older.

This  year's  springtime  outbreak  brought  the 
pneumonia  death  rate  to  its  highest  point  in  the 
last  three  years.  A  fuller  discussion  of  pneumonia 
mortality  is  given  on  the  back  page  of  this  Bulletin. 
Tuberculosis  mortality  continues  on  its  gradual 
downgrade  indicating  that  efforts  at  tuberculosis 
control  have  not  been  in  vain. 

There  were  1,152  deaths  from  motor  vehicles 
in  the  nine  month  period  ending  September  30,  1947, 
one  less  than  in  the  same  period  of  1946.  However, 
the  rate  in  1947  is  18.7  per  hundred  thousand  in- 
habitants as  compared  to  19.2  in  1946.

1946  is  gratifying  evidence  of  a  betterment  in  traf- 
fic safety. 

Public  accident    deaths  have  been    lower  in 

1947  than  in  1946,  in  number  as  well  as  rate,  main- 
ly because  there  has  been  no  repetition  of  public 
disasters  on  the  scale  of  the  Naperville  train  wreck 
and  the  LaSalle  Hotel  fire  that  gave  1946  its  bad 
record.  Fatalities  from  accidents  in  the  home  have 
increased  measurably.  There  were  1,327  home 
accidents  in  the  first  nine  months  of  1947  for  a  rate 
of  21. 6  per  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  as  com- 
pared   to    1,267    deaths    in  the   same    period    of  1946 


for  a  rate  of  21.1.  The  increase  occurred  among 
children  less  than  one  year  ofage  and  among  those 
who  had  passed  their  sixty-fifth  birthday. 

Deaths  from  accidents  associated  with  the 
decedent's  occupation  were  34  per  cent  higher  for 
the  first  nine  months  of  194 /than  in  the  same  peri- 
od of  1946.  Had  it  not  been  for  two  serious  coal 
mine  accidents  in  1947,the  total  number  of  occupa- 
tional-accident deaths  would  have  been  very  nearly 
the  same,  and  the  1947  rate  would  actuallyhave  been 
a  bit  lower  than  in  1946.

INFLUENZA  AND  PNEUMONIA 

One  need  only  glance  at  the  graph  of  pneu- 
monia and  influenza  cases  and  deaths  on  this  page 
to  realize  the  extent  of  the  achievements  made  in 
the  prevention  of  deaths  from  these  causes.  The 
explosive  pandemic  of  1918-1919  took  an  estimated 
55,000  lives  in  Illinois.  During  the  period  of  1921- 
1929,  pneumonia  and  influenza  caused  an  average 
of  125.9  deaths  per  100,000  population.  This  was 
reduced  to  an  average  of  45.7  deaths  per  100,000 
population  during  the  period  from  1940-1946. 

The  impact  of  pneumonia  is  illustrated  by  the 


charts  on  this  page.  Less  than  seven  per  centof 
deaths  at  a  g  e  five  or  older  are  caused  by  pneu- 
monia. However,  the  disease  accounts  for  about 
sixteen  per  cent  of  the  deaths  among  one-to-four 
year  old  children  and  ten  per  cent  of  baby  deaths. 
Of  course,  most  pneumonia  deaths  occur  at  the 
older  ages.  Of  the  5,707  deaths  from  pneumonia 
occurring  in  1945  and  1946,  2  6.4  per  cent  were 
among  persons  between  forty-five  and  sixty-four 
years  of  age  while  36.6  per  cent  were  among  per- 
sons over  sixty-four  years  of  age.  Thus  the  major 
problem  in  pneumonia  control  is  concentrated  in 
the  very  young  and  the  aged.

In  1947  there  were  23.4  live  births  for  every 
1,000  persons.  This  is  the  highest  rate  attained  in 
Illinois  for  any  single  year  and  is  two  per  thousand 
above  the  previous  high  mark  established  in  1946. 
Despite  this,  October,  1946  still  holds  the  record 
for  a  single  month  when  a  rate  of  26.7  was  estab- 
lished. The  great  birth  boom  has  been  slowly  fall- 
ing off  from  that  record  month  and  all  indications 
show  that  a  gradual  lowering  of  the  birth  rate  will 
continue  throughout  1948. 

As  usual,  more  boys  than  girls  were  born, 
male  births  being  51.4  per  cent  of  the  total.  The 
racial  distribution 
of  births  was  92.2 
per  cent  white,  7.6 
per  cent  negro,  and 
0.2  per  cent  other 
races.  About  94 
per  c  e  nt  of  all  the 
babies  were  born  in 
hospitals.  Only  3 
out  of  every  thou- 
sand babies  were 
attended  at  birth  by 
a  midwife  o  r  other 
non-medical  prac  - 
titioner. 
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POPULATION  GROWS  AS  DEATH  RATE 
REMAINS  STEADY 

Although  there  were  almost  four  thousand 
more  deaths  in  1947  than  in  1946,  the  general 
death  rate  remained  practically  unchanged  in  ris- 
ing from  11.0  to  11.2  per  thousand  inhabitants.  The 
death  rate  remained  so  steady  because  the  state's 
population  at  midyear  1947  was  estimated  to  be  192 
thousand  greater  than  at  midyear  1946.  While  a 
considerable  part  of  this  apparent  increase  repre- 
sents the  return  of  people  from  the  armed  services, 
the  greatest  part  is  due  to  the  great  rate  at  which 
births  out-strip  deaths.  During  the  calendar  year

MATERNAL  AND  INFANT  MORTALITY 
AT  NEW  LOW 

In  1947  there  were  only  ten  deaths  from  mat- 
ernal causes  for  every  ten  thousand  new  babies. 
This  represents  significant  progress  over  1946 
with  its  thirteen  per  ten  thousand  and  almost  a 
miracle  of  improvement  over  the  seventy  maternal 
deaths  for  every  ten  thousand  births  in  1921.  Re- 
cent progress  has  been  based  on  the  decrease  in 
deaths  from  both  puerperal  septicemia  and  toxemia. 

Both  fetal  and  infant  mortality  declined  to  new 
low  levels  in  1947.  The  gains  made  in  the  saving  of 
infant  lives,  however,  were  confined  to  the  causes 
of  death  that  account  for  the  minor  portion  of  infant 
mortality.  The  death  rate  from  premature  birth, 
the  major  cause  of  infant  death,  while  a  little  lower 
in  1947  than  in  1946,  was  still  above  the  1944  low 
of  9.4  per  thousand  live  births.  Mortality  from 
diarrhea  and  enteritis  dropped  to  2.7  per  hundred 
thousand  population  in  1947,  thus  continuing  its  de- 
cline of  recent  years.

INFLUENZA  AND  PNEUMONIA  UP 
TUBERCULOSIS  DOWN 


Although  influenza  and  pneumonia  mortality 
was  high  during  the  outbreak  in  the  spring  of  1947, 
the  mortality  experience  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year  was  very  favorable.  For  1947  as  a  whole,  the 
combined  rate  for  the  two  diseases  was  39.9  deaths 
per  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  as  compared  to 
37.8  in  1946.  Provisional  national  statistics  on 
influenza  and  pneumonia  showthat  Illinois  was  more 
fortunate  than  the  U.  S.  as  a  whole.  The  national 
combined  rate  was  44.4  deaths  per  hundred  thou- 
sand population  in  1947  and  46.6  in  1946. 

Tuberculosis  mortality  reached  another  new 
all  time  low  in  its  steady  decline.  The  33.7  tuber- 
culosis deaths  per  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  in 
1947,  as  compared  with  81.5  in  1921,  is  testimony 
to  the  unremitting  effort  at  controlling  tuberculosis.

Pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  responsible  for  92  per 
cent  of  the  2,770  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuber- 
culosis recorded  in  1947.  There  were  twice  at 
many  deaths  from  tuberculosis  among  ma  1  e  s  as 
among  females  in  1947. 

REDUCTION  IN  MORTALITY  FROM 
COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE 

The  downward  trend  of  mortality  from  com- 
municable diseases  in  general,  maintained  over  so 
many  years,  was  continued  in  1947.  Mortality  from 
sonne  of  the  diseases  that  took  a  heavy  toll  of  lives 
in  the  past  has  now  become  almost  negligible  in  a 
numerical  sense.  For  the  ninth  successive  year  in 
Illinois  there  was  no  death  from  smallpox.  There 
was  only  one  death  from  scarlet  fever  in  1947  as 
compared  to  ten  in  1946  and  twenty-seven  in  1945. 
There  were  only  seven  deaths  from  tetanus  in  1947 
as  compared  to  twenty-eight  in  1 940  and  fifty-six 
in  1931. 

We  are  not,  however,  making  full  use  of  the 
knowledge  gained  in  the  prevention  of  deaths  from 
communicable  disease.  There  were  forty-one 
deaths  from  whooping  cough  in  1947  as  compared  to 
thirty  in  1946.  Forty  of  these  forty-one  deaths  oc- 
curred among  children  under  five  years  of  age,  a 
sad  commentary  on  the  f  a  i  1  u  r  e  to  immunize  all 
babies  against  this  disease. 

Mortality  from  poliomyelitis  in  1947  was  0.3 
per  hundred  thousand  population,  a  normal  rate  for 
a  non-epidemic  year.  There  were  only  26  deaths 
from  polio  in  1947  as  compared  to  171  deaths  re- 
corded during  the  severe  outbreak  of  this  disease 
in  1946. 

The  total  diphthe  ria  death  rate  of  0.1  per 
hundred  thousand  population  in  1947  is  apparently 
favorable.  Even  more  so  is  the  fact  that  only  seven 
deaths  in  1947,  as  comparedto  fifteen  in  1946,  were 
caused  by  diphtheria  among  children  under  15  years 
of  age.  But  disturbingly  many  deaths  from  diph- 
theria occur  among  adults.  In  1946  diphtheria 
caused  sixteen  adult  deaths  and  in  1947  took  five 
adult  lives;  a  very  high  proportion  of  total  diph- 
theria mortality  that  has  not  been  matched  in  pre- 
vious experience. 

Undulant  fever  mortality  was  sharply  higher 
in  1947.  There  were  five  deaths  in  1947  as  com- 
pared to  one  death  in  1946  and  three  in  1945.

HEART  DISEASE  AND  CANCER  DEATHS 
CONTINUE  TO  RISE 

The  diseases  characteristic  of  the  older  ages 
continue  to  take  a  heavier  toll  of  lives  as  more  and 
more  of  our  population  attains  the  older  ages.  Mor- 
tality from  heart  disease  rose  to  a  new  all  time 
high  of  416  deaths  per  hundred  thousand  population 
in  1947.  This  represents  an  increase  of  6.4  per 
cent  over  the  rate  of  391  in  1946.  Comparison  with 
the  1946  rate,  however,  tends  to  exaggerate  the 
picture  somewhat  due  to  the  especially  favorable 
mortality  experience  in  Illinois  during  1946.  The 
391  deaths  per  hundred  thousand  population  in  1946 
was  decidedly  lower  than  the  rate  of  413  in  1945 
and  402  per  hundred  thousand  population  in  1944. 
The  mortality  experience  from  heart  di  s  e  a  s  e  in 
Illinois  parallels  that  of  the  nation.  Provisional 
rates  obtained  from  a  ten  per  cent  sample  of  death 
certificates  in  the  United  States  show  that  for  the 
nation  as  a  whole  there  were  322  deaths  from 
heart  disease  per  hundred  thousand  population  in 
1947  as  compared  to  312  in  1946  and  322  in  1945. 
Most  of  the  increase  in  heart  disease  mortality  in 
Illinois  was  due  to  the  greater  number  of  deaths 
from  diseases  of  the  coronary  arteries  and  angina 
pectoris,  and  to  the  chronic  heart  conditions  other 
than  chronic  rheumatic  heart  disease. 

Although  cancer  mortality  was  higher  in  1947 
than  in  1946,  it  was  below  the  rate  of  166.6  per 
hundred  thousand  population  for  1945.  Cancer  of 
the  digestive  organs  accounted  for  46  per  cent  of 
all  cancer  deaths  in  1947,  while  cancer  of  the  fe- 
male genital  organs  accounted  for  12  per  cent,  and 
cancer  of  the  breast  was  responsible  for  9  per  cent 
of  all  cancer  deaths. 

Diabetes  mortality  at  33.3  deaths  per  hundred 
thousand  population  was  also  higher  in  1947  than  in 
1946  but  below  the  1945  high.  Although  the  number 
of  deaths  from  diabetes  has  been  increasing  since 
1940,  the  death  rate  has  remained  between  a  low  of 
29  deaths  per  hundred  thousand  population  in  1941 
and  a  high  of  35  per  hundred  thousand  population 
in  1945. 

Mortality  from  nephritis  dropped  to  anew  all 
time  low  of  63.7  deaths  per  hundred  thousand  pop- 
ulation in  1947,  which  is  almost  one-half  of  the  high 
of  126.4  recorded  in  1928.  Nephritis  is  one  of  the 
few  chronic  diseases  characteristic  of  the  older 
ages  for  which  mortality  ha  s  been  decreasing  in 
recent  years. 


ACCIDENT  MORTALITY  LEVELING  OFF 
HOMICIDE  DOWN 

The  death  toll  from  motor  vehicle  accidents, 
while  somewhat  higher  in  1947  than  in  1946,  is  still 
well  below  that  of  each  year  since  1930  except  for 
the  period  of  war-reduced  travel  from  1942  to  1945. 
The  rate  of  23.1  motor  vehicle  deaths  per  hundred 
thousand  inhabitants  for  1947  is  still  well  below  the 
32.3  for  1941  and  the  33.4  high  in  1937.  The  real 
question  in  the  light  of  increasing  motor  vehicle 
mortality  is:  are  we  returning  to  a  new  round  of 
excessively  high  death  rates  from  motor  vehicle 
accidents?

Since  suicide  and  homicide  mortality  are  re- 
flections of  social  conditions,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  the  change  in  the  mortality  trend  from  these 
causes  which  occurred  in  1947.  Deaths  from  sui- 
cide and  homicide  took  a  decided  drop  during  the 
warand  then  rose  in  1945  and  1946  as  the  war  drew 
to  a  close.  However,  in  1947  the  death  rate  for 
suicide  was  essentially  the  same  as  in  1946  and  the 
rate  for  homicide  was  somewhat  lower  with  5.1  per 
hundred  thousand  population  as  compared  to  5.9  in 
1946. 

UNUSUAL  CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

Among  the  more  unusual  causes  of  death,  we 
find  two  deaths  f rom  1  e  p  r  o  s  y  that  occurred  in 
Chicago  during  the  year.  Since  1921,  the  first  year 
for  which  accurate  vital  records  for  the  state  are 
available,  there  have  been  six  deaths  from  leprosy 
recorded  in  Illinois.  In  addition  to  the  two  deaths 
in  1947,  one  death  was  reported  in  each  of  the 
years,  1945,  1928,  1924,  and  1922,  all  having  oc- 
curred in  Chicago.

1947,  the  first  since  1943.  There  is  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  figure  would  have  been  higher  if  the 
"beriberi  heart"  were  better  recognized. 

AGE  DETERMINES  THE  LEADING  CAUSES 

For  children  and  young  people  aged  1-24 
years,  the  most  frequent  cause  of  death  is  the  fatal 
accident.  For  people  over  25,  the  most  frequent 
cause  of  death  is  heart  disease.  These  are  the 
principal  conclusions  to  be  drawn  from  Tables  E 
and  F  which  show  how  age  is  related  to  the  princi- 
pal causes  of  death.  Heart  disease  and  cancer  are 
too  often  consideredto  be  only  a  problem  of  old  age 
just  because  over  90  per  cent  of  the  people  who  die 
from  these  diseases  are  over  45  years  of  age. 
Actually,  20  per  cent  of  all  deaths  among  persons 
aged  25  to  44  is  due  to  heart  disease  even  though 
less  than  5  per  cent  of  all  heart  deaths  occur  in 
these  ages.  Forcancer  we  findthat  only  1  per  cent 
of  all  cancer  deaths  is  among  children  aged  1  to  14 
years  but  nevertheless,  cancer  accounts  for  5  per 
cent  of  all  deaths  at  this  period  of  childhood. 

Over  70  per  cent  of  those  who  die  from  tub- 
erculosis are  between  25  and  65  years  of  age. 
However,  among  the  young  adults  in  the  ages  15  to 
25,  tuberculosis  accounts  for  16  per  cent  of  all 
deaths  and  is  second  only  to  accidents  as  the  most 
frequent  killer.  For  those  between  25  and  45,  tub- 
erculosis ranks  fourth  with  12  per  cent  of  the  deaths 
at  these  ages.  It  is  therefore  readily  apparent  that 
full  control  of  tuberculosis  could  prevent  one  out  of 
every  eight  deaths  in  the  productive  years  of  life 
between  15  and  45. 

A  concentration  of  tuberculosis  control  efforts 
on  people  under  45  appears  justifiable  on  the  basis 
of  this  mortality  picture.  Even  though  39  per  cent 
of  all  who  die  from  tuberculosis  are  between  45 
and  65,  the  disease  lacks  the  same  primary  im- 
portance at  these  older  ages.  Only  4  per  cent  of 
all  deaths  at  age  45  to  65  is  due  to  tuberculosis  and 
the  disease  ranks  only  sixth  in  numerical  impor- 
tance for  that  age. 

In  considering  the  general  problem  of  mor- 
tality, it  is  particularly  important  to  note  the  spec- 
ial problems  at  the  different  stages  of  life.  In  in- 
fancy, mortality  i  s  closely  confined  to  a  related 
group  of  causes,  "the  diseases  peculiar  to  the  first 
year  of  life"  and  pneumonia.  At  older  ages,  the 
causes  of  mortality  are  spread  over  a  wide  range 
wherein  no  cause  by  itself,  apart  from  the  first  four 
or  five,  accounts  for  as  much  as  four  per  cent  of 
the  total  m  o  rta  lit  y  in  the  age  group.  The  other 
salient  feature  of  the  mortality  situation  is  that  the 
degenerative  diseases  a  s  sume  great  importance 
even  as  immediate  causes  of  death  among  young 
adults. 

Conclusions  based  on  a  consideration  of  the 
causes  of  death  as  related  to  age  are  confirmed  by 
the  general  mortality  trends  over  the  last  three  de- 
cades. The  trends  shown  in  the  last  part  of  this 
bulletin  (p.  13  and  ff)  sustain  the  conclusion  that 
ever-increasing  emphasis  must  be  brought  to  bear 
on  the  degenerative  diseases.  While  we  can  never 
afford  to  relax  efforts  at  obtaining  and  maintaining 
control  over  tne  communicable  diseases,  we  can  no 
longer  put  exclusive  emphasis  on  them.    Any  large 


scale  reduction  or  postponement  of  mortality  will 
have  to  come  as  the  result  of  new  success  against 
fatal  accidents  and  the  degenerative  diseases.

1921  through  1947.  The  series  begins  with  1921  because  it  was  the  first  year  for  which  Illinois  assembled 
comprehensive  statistics  on  births  and  deaths.  The  birth  and  death  figures  represent  all  births  and 
deaths  that  occurred  within  the  state  and  were  registered  up  to  July  1  of  the  year  following  the  occur- 
rence (Exception;  the  1947  figures  are  provisional,  based  on  reports  received  before  March  15,  1948). 
The  figures  on  communicable  disease  cases  coverall  reports  of  notifiable  diseases  within  the  state. 
Tuberculosis  figures  since  1942  are  not  quite  comparable  to  those  for  prior  years,  because  in  1942  and 
later  only  new  cases  are  counted.  In  1942  a  central  register  was  established  for  screening  out  subse- 
quent  reports  of  the  same  case.  s

GENERAL  MORTALITY  IS  LOWER 
Mortality  in  the  first  three  months  of  1948  was 
unusually  low.  There  were  only  11.5  deaths  among 
every  1,000  inhabitants  of  the  state.  The  diminution 
in  mortality  from  1947  levels  is  largely  accounted 
for  by  the  circumstance  that  pneumonia  and  influenza 
were  somewhat  less  prevalent  during  the  winter 
while  the  toll   from  heart  disease    also  diminished.

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BIRTHS  BELOW  1947  LEVELS 

Births  in  Illinois  continued  to  recede  from 
the  high  levels  established  in  the  boom  that  began 
late  in  1946.  There 
were  43,176  live 
births  recorded 
during  the  first 
quarter  of  1948  for 
a  r  ate  of  20.9  per 
1,000  population. 
This  is  10  per  cent 
below  the  rate  of 
23.2  for  the  first 
three  months  of 
1947.  The  present 
birth  rate,  however, 
is  still  well  above 
those  of  years  prior 

to  1947  as  may  be  seen  by  comparing  the  present 
birth  rate  of  20.9  with  the  rate  of  15.5  for  the  first 
three  months  of  1946.  It  is  now  believed  that  birth 
rates  will  continue  to  fall  until  they  become  sta- 
bilized at  the  levels  prevailing  in  the  early  1940's. 

DEATH  RATE  FOR  NEWBORN  AT  NEW  LOW 

There  were  fewer  than  18  stillbirths  per  thou- 
sand live  births  during  the  first  quarter  of  1948,  a 
new  all  time  low.    The  mortality  among  babies  less

than  one  month  old  and  the  death  rate  from  prema- 
ture birth  also  reached  new  all-time  lows  during 
the  period.

An  examination  of  the  regional  distribution  of 
deaths  among  infants  shows  that  this  progress  was 
not  uniform  throughout  the  state.  Neonatal  mortal- 
ity (under  1  month)  was  highest  among  residents  of 
the  Southern  Region  (Region  6)  where  21  newborn 
infants  died  out  of  each  one  thousand  babies  born 
alive.  The  lowest 
neonatal  death  rate 
was  among  resi- 
dents of  the  Peoria 
Metropolitan  Area 
(Region  3)  where 
only  14  infants  un- 
de  r  one  month  of 
age  died  for  every 
thousand  babies 
born  alive.  The 
principal  cause  of 
early  death  among 
babies  is  prema- 
turity. For  the 
state  as  a  whole  9.5  babies  under  one  year  of  age 
died  from  prematurity  out  of  every  thousand  live 
born.  The  highest  rate,  10.1  per  thousand  live 
births,  was  found  in  the  Chicago  Metropolitan  Area 
which  includes  the  counties  of  Cook,  DuPage,  Kane, 
Lake,  and  Will.  The  lowest  rate,  7.1  per  thousand 
live  births,  was  found  in  the  Peoria  Metropolitan 
Area  which  includes  the  counties  of  Peoria  and 
Tazewell. 

Although  the  maternal  death  rate  for  the  state 


has  remained  near  the  low  of  10  per  ten  thousand 
live  births  established  in  1947,  some  portions  of 
the  state  had  relatively  high  rates  in  the  first 
three  months  of  1948.  Seventeen  mothers  of  the 
Central  Area  (Region  4)  died  for  every  10  thousand 
babies  born  alive.  Mortality  among  mothers  of 
new  born  babies  in  the  C  entr  al  Area  was  over 
four  times  as  heavy  as  for  mothers  in  the  North- 
ern Area  (Region  2)  of  the  state.

CD.  MORTALITY  MUCH  LOWER  IN  1948 

Almost  all  of  the  reduction  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  the  communicable  diseases  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1 948  as  compared  to  the  same  period 
last  year  is  accounted  for  by  lower  tuberculosis 
mortality  and  the  absence  of  any  major  outbreak  of 
upper  respiratory  diseases. 

The  32.9  tuberculosis  deaths  per  100,000 
population  in  the  period  is  3.8  per  cent  below  the 
rate  for  the  first  quarter  of  1947.  All  age  groups 
except  the  very  young  and  the  very  old  shared  in 
this  savings  of  lives.  There  were  16  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  among  children  under  five  y  e  a  r  s  of 
age  in  the  period  as  compared  to  8  deaths  in  the 
first  quarter  of  1947,  and  there  were  135  deaths 
among  persons  65  years  of  age  or  over  in  the  first 
three  months  of  1948  as  compared  to  104  deaths  in 
the  same  period  of  1947. 

The  Chicago  Metropolitan  Area  (Cook,  Du 
Page,  Kane,  Lake,  and  Will  counties)  and  the  East 
St.  Louis  Metropolitan  Area  (Madison  and  St.  Clair 
counties)  had  more  than  their  share  of  the  tuber- 
culosis deaths  in  the  state.  There  were  more  than 
twice  as  many  tuberculosis  deaths  among  the  resi- 
dents of  these  two  regions  as  among  the  residents 
of  the  Peoria  Metropolitan  Area  (Region  3)  or  of 
the  Central  Area  (Region  4)

The  absence  of  any  major  outbreak  of  influ- 
enza and  pneumonia  in  the  early  months  of  1948 
held  the  death  toll  from  upper  respiratory  diseases 
at  30  per  cent  below  the  level  of  the  two  preceding 
years.  The  saving  of  lives  was  shared  by  persons 
at  all  stages  of  life,  from  the  very  young  to  the 
aged. 


There  were  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever  and 
there  was  some  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  diphtheria  and  from  whooping  cough  in  the 
current  period.  There  wa6  only  one  death  from 
diphtheria  as  compared  to  four  deaths  in  the  same 
period  of  1947  and  thirteen  deaths  in  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  1946.  Although  the  seven  1948 
deaths  from  whooping  cough  represents  a  decided 
improvement  over  the  fourteen  deaths  recorded  in 
the  first  three  months  of  1947,  it  is  only  one  less 
than  the  eight  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1946. 

The  current  measles  epidemic  was  respon- 
sible for  58  deaths  during  the  first  quarter  of  1948. 
As  in  previous  epidemics  of  this  disease,  most  of 
the  deaths  occurred  among  the  very  young.  Sixty 
per  cent  of  the  measles  deaths  were  at  ages  less 
than  five  years. 

Deaths  from  chickenpox,  usually  an  infrequent 
cause  of  death,  were  somewhat  higher  during  the 
period.  There  were  three  deaths  from  this  cause 
in  the  first  qua  rt  e  r  of  1948  as  compared  to  one 
death  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1947.

CANCER  DEATH  RATE  LOWER 

The  rise  in  cancer  deaths  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1948  did  not  keep  pace  with  the  increase 
in  population.  Thus,  while  there  were  more  cancer 
deaths  in  the  period,  the  cancer  death  rate  dropped 
to  159.4  per  100,000  population,  a  drop. of  1.1  per 
cent.  This  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  many 
babies  born  during  the  recent  boom  in  births  have 
made  a  substantial  increase  in  population  at  the 
age  where  cancer  is  uncommon. 

NO  REAL  DECREASE  IN  HEART  MORTALITY 

The  1948  heart  disease  mortality  appears 
very  favorable  as  compared  to  1947.  This  is  more 
apparent  than  real  because*. 

1)  a  large  natural  increase  in  pop- 
ulation has  depressed  all  rates 
at  the  higher  age  levels;  and 

2)  there  were  unusually  many 
deaths  from  heart  disease  dur- 
ing the  first  three  months  of 
1947,  the  period  against  which 
the  comparison  is  made. 

There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that   the  threat    of 
fatal   heart  disease  is  any  greater  or  any  less  than 


it  has  been  in  recent  years. 

The  mortality  rates  for  fatal  motor  vehicle 
and  home  accidents  were  somewhat  below  the  cor- 
responding rates  for  the  first  three  months  of  1947. 
The  death  rate  for  fatal  occupational  accidents 
this  year  is  actually  somewhat  higher  if  we  dis- 
count the  Ma  r  c  h ,  1947  mine  catastrophe  that 
claimed  111  lives.  The  greatest  hazards  to  life 
are  the  innumerable  small  accidents  of  every  kind 
that  occur  everyday  of  the  year.  A  tornado  on 
March  19,  1948  caused  36  deaths  and  made  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  deaths  from  accidents 
classified  as  "public."  Nevertheless,  even  when 
we  exclude  this  dramatic  disaster  we  find  that  fatal 
public  accidents  are  13  per  cent  above  those  of 
last  year.

REVIEW      OF      POLIOMYELITIS     IN      ILLINOIS 


In  a  little  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  there 
have  been  six  major  epidemics  of  poliomyelitis  in 
Illinois.  The  epidemic  years  were  1921,  1927, 
1931,  1943,  1945,  and  1946--the  latest  epidemic 
being  the  worst.  There  may  be  some  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  what  should  be  considered  an  epidemic 
year,  because  there  is  ^disagreement  as  to  what 
yardstick  should  be  used  to  define  an  epidemic  of 
polio.  However,  in  this  discussion  we  are  consider- 
ing it  an  epidemic  year  when  the  crude  death  rate 
for  polio  exceeded  one  per  100,000  inhabitants. 

Using  one  per  100,000  as  a  criterion,  pointedly 
calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  polio  need  not  be 
feared  as  a  cause  of  death.  Meningococcal  menin- 
gitis, about  which  the  general  public  is  quite  com- 
placent, has  exacted  a  far  greater  death  toll. 
Furthermore  polio  as  a  killer  cannot  begin  to 
compare  with  the  common  communicable  diseases 
of  childhood,  such  as  diphtheria,  measles,  scarlet 
fever,  and  whooping  cough.  The  dramatic  element 
in  polio  and  its  fearful  consequence  is  the  crippling 
of  its  victims.  It  has  been  estimated  that  20  per 
cent  of  all  orthopedic  handicaps  at  ages  under  21 
can  be  attributed  to  polio.  Even  at  that,  only  a  very 
small  proportion  of  the  population  suffers  paralytic 
poliomyelitis. 

The  proportion  of  people  attacked  by  polio  is 
reflected  in  the  case  report  rates.  However,  case 
rates  are  misleading  as  they  stand,  because  of  the 
year-after-year  increased  recognition  of  the  dis- 
ease. This  is  particularly  more  apparent  in  recent 
years  when  we  find  so  many  reports  of  "prepara- 
lytic ' '  polio  that  had  little  if  any  recognition  in 
earlier  years.  The  trend  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
the  p  r  o  p  o  r  t  i  on  of  deaths  among  reported  cases 
has  fallen  off  rapidly.  In  1921,  over  22  per  cent 
of  the  reported  cases  died,  whereas  in  1947,  only 
3  per  cent  of  the  reported  cases  resulted  in  death. 
This  marked  change  in  the  picture  we  have  of  polio 


is  too  great  to  be  ascribed  to  a  broader  attack  by 
the  disease  accompanied  by  less  fatality.  In  fact, 
the  view  is  now  advanced  that  "subclinical"  polio 
might  even  be  as  common  as  measles;  but  only  a 
relatively  small  proportion  of  the  subclinical  cases 
advance  far  enough  to  be  recognized  as  polio,  a 
still  smaller  numbe  r  progressing  far  enough  to 
cause  paralysis,  and  a  yet  smaller  number  ter- 
minating in  death.  The  official  statistics  on  polio 
are  not  detailed  enough  or  precise  enough  to  either 
prove  or  disprove  the  existence  of  such  widespread 
minimal  poliomyelitis.  But  what  evidence  there  is 
in  official  statistics  tends  to  confirm  rather  than 
to  deny  that  view. 

The  reported  cases  and  deaths  from  polio 
since  1921  are  pictured  on  the  back  page.  To  pro- 
vide a  base  for  comparison  there  has  been  plotted 
a  so-called  "expected  number  of  cases  (and 
deaths)."  This  "expected"  number  is  obtained  by 
taking  the  average  rate  over  the  entire  period  from 
1921  to  1947  and  applying  it  against  the  population 
in  the  given  year.  This  device  reflects  the  gradual 
rise  in  reported  cases,  which,  as  already  stated,  is 
largely  attributable  to  increased  recognition  of  the 
disease.  Another  factor  that  affects  the  true  as 
well  as  the  apparent  incidence  of  the  disease  is  the 
changing  age  composition  of  the  population. 

Table  E  shows  the  shift  in  the  age  composi- 
tion of  fatal  poliomyelitis  from  1927  to  1946.  The 
principal  point  illustrated  is  the  decline  in  the  pro- 
portion of  deaths  among  children  under  five  years 
of  age  and  the  increase  in  the  proportion  of  deaths 
among  adults.  In  the  1927  polio  epidemic  36  per 
cent  of  the  deaths  were  among  children  under  five 
years  of  age.  In  the  1946  epidemic  this  proportion 
droppedto  14  percent.  Deaths  among  persons  over 
twenty  years  of  age  was  responsible  for  15  per  cent 
of  all  polio  deaths  in  the  1927  polio  epidemic.  In 
the  1946  epidemic  the  ratio  was  32  per  cent.

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MORTALITY      IN       1948     AT     A     NEW      ALL-TIME      LOW 
PROGRESS     UNCOVERS     AND    CREATES     NEW     HEALTH     PROBLEMS 


Only  10.4  deaths  were  recorded  in  1948  for 
every  thousand  inhabitants  of  Illinois,  the  lowest 
rate  on  record.  Although  the  rates  in  occasional 
earlier  years  have  been  nearly  as  low,  none  of  these 
actually  mark  as  great  success  in  warding  off  death. 
The  significant  fact  is  that  in  1948  a  much  higher 
proportion  of  the  population  was  in  the  older  ages 
when  death  is  most  imminent,  while,  at  the  same 
time,  the  proportion  of  those  in  the  safest  years  of 
life,  four  to  eighteen  years  old,  was  low  as  com- 
pared to  earlier  years.  In  reporting  this  milestone 
of  health  progress  it  is  advisable  to  assess  the 
implications  of  the  facts  as  well  as  to  describe 
them.  Accordingly,  this  report  first  tells  the  im- 
portant facts  observed  in  the  1948  vital  statistics. 
The  concluding  section  attempts  to  interpret  the 
meaning  of  our  present  stage  of  development  and 
the  challenge  presented  for  future  progress  in 
health. 

THE  1948  RECORD 

While  enjoying  an  unprecedentedly  low  mor- 
tality, Illinois  also  maintained  a  high  level  of  births. 
The  birth  rate  of  20.9  represents  a  tapering  off 
from  the  recent  great  boom  in  births  but  stands 
substantially  above  the  averages  established  over 
the  years  preceding  the  boom.  The  continuation  of 
a  high  level  of  births  reflects  the  full  employment 
and  general  prosperity  that  has  persisted  during 
the  last  few  years.  New  family  formation  as  re- 
flected by  marriages  has  fallen  off  after  the  impe- 
tus given  by  demobilization.  Nevertheless,  mar- 
riages have  continued  at  a  relatively  high  rate  and 
are  a  guarantee  against  any  precipitate  drop  in 
birth  rates. 

POPULATION  GROWTH 
Low   death   rates    coupled  with  a  high  level  of 
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births  is  bringing  Illinois  a  substantial  growth  in 
population.  At  the  present  rate  Illinois  population 
would  be  doubled  in  seventy  years.  The  present 
annual  rate  of  natural  population  increase  is  10.5 
persons  per  thousand,  second  only  to  the  record 
breaking  11.9  in  1947.  For  the  United  States  as  a 
whole  the  increase  was  14.4  per  thousand  in  1948 
as  against  15.7  in  1947.  The  rate  for  Illinois  is 
understandably  lower  than  the  national  rate  because 
Illinois  has  a  higher  proportion  of  its  population  at 
the  older  ages  where  death  is  most  frequent  and 
reproduction  has  ceased.  The  current  rate  at 
which  births  exceed  deaths  in  Illinois  is  higher 
than  it  has  been  at  anytime  in  the  last  thirty  years. 
From  1921  to  1924  the  rate  of  natural  increase 
averaged  8  persons  per  thousand  population.  Sub- 
sequent years  saw  a  decline  in  the  rate  of  natural 
population  growth  to  a  low  point  of  2.5  per  thousand 
population  in  1936.  Rising  birth  rates  coupled  with 
steady  death  rates  in  the  late  30's  and  early  40*s 
resulted  in  higher  rates  of  natural  increase.  Since 
1946,  Illinois  population  has  had  a  natural  growth 
at  a  rate  of  over  10  per  thousand  inhabitants.  The 
latest  estimate  places  the  number  of  inhabitants  for 
the  state  at  8,670,000  as  of  July  1,  1948.  The  graph 
on  the  back  page  of  this  bulletin  portrays  how  nat- 
ural increase  and  migration  combined  to  produce 
the  population  changes  from  1921  to  1948  in  Illinois.

LOWERED  MATERNAL  &  INFANT  MORTALITY 

Maternal  mortality  has  been  so  low  in  Illinois 
during  recent  years  that  the  rate  is  no  longer  a 
good  rule-of -thumb  f or  a  s  s  e  s  s  i  n  g  year  to  year 
health  progress  in  the  state.  Only  148  maternal 
deaths  were  recorded  during  1948.  This  establishes 
a  new  all-time  low  maternal  death  rate  of  0.8  deaths 
per  thousand  live  births,  not  much  more  than  one 
fourth  of  what  it  was  as  recently  as  1940. 

While  less  improvement  is  to  be  noted  for 
mortality  in  the  first  year  of  life,  the  infant  death 
rate  of  27.6  per  thousand  live  births  in  1948  is  22 
per  cent  below  1940.  The  reduction  in  mortality 
has  been  greater  for  infants  over  one  month  of  age 
than  for  those  in  the  first  month  of  life.  The  1948 
death  rate  for  babies  aged  one  month  to  one  year 
was  37  per  cent  below  the  1940  rate  while  the  death 
rate  for  mortality  in  the  first  month  of  life  was  15 
per  cent  below  the  1940  rate.  Reduction  in  mor- 
tality from  influenza  and  pneumonia  was  the  great- 
est single  factor  in  the  lowered  mortality  among 
infants  between  the  ages  of  one  month  and  one  year. 
In  1948,  only  2  babies  died  from  influenza  and  pneu- 
monia for  every  thousand  born  alive,  just  one  half 
the  1940  rate.

population  in  1947.  Tuberculosis  mortality  con- 
tinued its  long  decline  by  dropping  from  33.0  deaths 
per  100,000  population  to  30.1  in  1948.  The  absence 
of  any  real  outbreak  of  influenza  and  pneumonia 
held  deaths  from  these  diseases  at  reduced  levels. 
However,  even  with  this  reduced  mortality,  tuber- 
culosis took  2,609  live  sin  Illinois  during  1948,  and 
flu  and  pneumonia  were  responsible  for  2,711   lives.

There  has  been  a  general  decline  in  the  risk 
of  death  from  prematurity  over  the  last  twenty 
years.  Despite  this  prematurity  is  the  most  fre- 
quent cause  of  death  in  babies.  This  toll  is  so 
heavythat  premature  birth  ranks  as  the  ninth  most 
frequent  cause  of  death  in  the  entire  population. 

For  1948,  the  major  causes  of  death,  such  as 
heart  disease,  cancer,  and  cerebral  hemorrhage, 
all  exhibited  reversals  of  their  previous  upward 
trend  in  mortality.  Even  motor  vehicle  accidents, 
as  well  as  all  other  accidents,  brought  lower  mor- 
tality in  1948  than  in  1947.  As  with  total  deaths, 
we  find  that  not  only  are  the  rates  for  1948  lower, 
but,  except  for  cancer,  the  acutal  number  of  deaths 
are  also  fewer. 

Although  the  overall  death  rate  for  1948  was 
5  per  cent  below  the  1947  figure,  the  death  rate  for 
the  communicable  diseases  was  13  per  cent  below 
the  rate  for  1947.  The  death  rate  for  all  commu- 
nicable  diseases   in    1948  was   only  73  per  100,000

NO  DEATHS  FROM  SMALLPOX  FOR  TEN  YEARS 

For  the  past  ten  years  there  was  not  a  single 
death  from  smallpox,  in  Illinois,  and  for  the  first 
time,  not  a  single  case  of  smallpox  was  reported 
during  the  calendar  year  1948.  Another  first  was 
also  recorded  for  scarlet  fever,  with  no  deaths 
from  this  cause  in  1948.  For  the  second  consec- 
utive year  there  have  been  no  deaths  from  rabies  in 
the  state.  Measles,  meningococcal  meningitis,  and 
poliomyelitis,  were  the  only  communicable  diseases 
which  had  greater  mortality  in  1948  than  in  1947. 
The  84measles  deaths  and  the  41,631  cases  report- 
ed during  the  year  reflect  a  cyclical  resurgence  of 
an  endemic  disease.  Meningitis  mortality,  at  0.6 
deaths  per  100,000  inhabitants,  was  above  the  rate 
of  0.5  for  1947.  However,  meningitis  mortality  in 
1947  and  1948  was  moderate  compared  to  the  high 
mortality  of  2.0  per  100,000  population  for  the  years 
1943  _  1945.  The  higher  poliomyelitis  mortality 
followed  an  outbreak  in  the  latter  half  of  1948, 
which  was  attended  by  rather  high  fatalities. 

Deaths  from  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
were  few  in  1948,  but  any  mortality  from  these 
preventable  diseases  is  a  tragic  commentary  on 
the  failure  to  immunize  the  susceptible  population. 
Twenty-six  deaths  from  whooping  cough  were  re- 
ported in  Illinois  during  1948,  and  over  half  of  these 
deaths  were  among  children  under  one  year  of  age. 
The  nephritis  death  rate  of  58.2  per  100,000 
inhabitants  for  1948  is  7  per  cent  below  the  rate 
for  1947  and  16  per  cent  below  the  rate  for  1946. 
No  conclusive  evidence  has  yet  been  presented  as 
to  the  reason  for  this  decline.  One  explanation  has 
recently  been  advanced  by  the  National  Office  of 
Vital  Statistics  in  the  statement:  "The  lower  death 
rate  for  nephritis  may  possibly  be  associated  with 


the   increase    in  mortality  from   heart   disease   a: 
they  commonly  occur  in  the  same  individual."1

Deaths  due  to  all  forms  of  accidents  are  fourth 
on  the  list  of  leading  causes  of  mortality  and  were 
responsible  for  6  percent  of  all  deaths  during  1948. 
Home  accidents,  which  accounted  for  one-third  of 
the  deaths  from  all  accidental  causes,  take  their 
greatest  toll  among  the  aged.  Over  61  per  cent  of 
the  1,846  fatal  home  accidents  in  1948  occurred 
among  persons  over  65  years  of  age.  That  the  home 
holds  many  hazards  to  the  lives  of  infants  is  evident 
from  the  fact  that  6  per  cent  of  the  deaths  from 
accidents  in  the  home  in  1948  were  among  children 
under  five  years  of  age  and  39  per  cent  of  these 
child  deaths  occurred  among  infants  less  than  one 
year  old.  Half  of  these  infant  deaths  in  the  home 
were  caused  by  mechanical  suffocation. 

Eighty  fewer  people  took  their  own  lives 
during  1948.  Based  on  present  reports,  a  total 
of  874  suicides  were  reported  in  1948  for  a  death 
rate  10.1  per  100,000  population  as  compared  to  a 
rate  of  11.4  for  194"7.  There  were,  however,  490 
homicide  deaths  reported  in  1948,  an  increase  of  71 
deaths  over  the  total  for  1947. 


HISTOPLASMOSIS  DEATHS 

Among  the  more  unusual  causes  of  death,  we 
find  that  there  were  three  reported  deaths  from 
histoplasmosis  during  1948.  Since  1944,  a  total  of 
only  7  deaths  from  histoplasmosis  have  been  re- 
ported in  the  state.  For  all  three  1948  deaths  the 
diagnosis  of  histoplasmosis  was  established  at 
autopsy.  Presumably,  the  recent  heightened  in- 
terest in  histoplasmosis  is  encouraging  greater 
efforts  to  recognize  the  disease.  The  mass  surveys 
for  tuberculosis  case  finding  by  means  of  chest 
X-rays  and  the  current  emphasis  on  tests  for  his- 
toplasmin  sensitivity  have  undoubtedly  brought 
about  a  heightened  interest  in  histoplasmosis. 

MORTALITY  BY  REGION 

Table  E  gives  the  natality  rates  as  well  as 
mortality  rates  for  the  six  regions  in  the  state. 
Region  6  (Southern  Area)  had  the  lowest  birth  rate 
in  the  state  with  18.7  live  births  per  thousand  pop- 
ulation while  Region  5  (East  St.  Louis  Metropolitan 
Area)  had  the  highest  birth  rate  with  24.2  live  births 
per  thousand  inhabitants.  Region  6  also  had  the 
lowest  death  rate  at  9.7  deaths  per  thousand  pop- 
ulation. However,  while  tests  of  completeness  of 
registration  have  not  been  made  in  the  state  for 
some  time,  such  evidence  as  there  is  indicates  that 
underregistrationof  births  and  deaths  is  negligible 
everywhere  except  in  the  Southern  portion  of  the 
state.  Therefore  the  rates  for  that  area  tend  to 
underestimate  actual  conditions.  However,  we  see 
that  the  Southern  portion  of  the  state  has  important 
health  problems  in  that  both  infant  and  maternal 
mortality   are   higher   than   in  the  rest  of  the  state. 

There  was  little  appreciable  variation  in  the 
death  rates  for  premature  birth  for  the  six  regions 
in   the    state    during    1948.     Region    3   (Peoria  Met-

(East  St.  Louis  Metropolitan  Area)  had  the  highest 
mortality  from  premature  birth  with  a  rate  of  12.5. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  mortality  from 
arteriosclerosis,  nephritis,  and  intracranial  lesions 
of  vascular  origin  are  lower  in  Region  1  than  in 
the  rest  of  the  state  while  at  the  same  time  mor- 
tality fromheart  disease  is  high  in  Region  1.    Tuber- 

THE  FRUITS  OF  SUCCESS- 
Almost  unbelievable  success  has  crowned  the 
efforts  to  prevent  premature  death.  Now,  only 
about  one  per  cent  of  the  population  dies  in  the  course 
of  a  year  despite  a  greater  proportion  of  old  people 
than  ever  before.  The  very  presence  of  so  many 
oldsters  is  ample  testimony  to  the  achievements  in 
preventing  premature  death.  The  brilliant  record 
of  recent  years  is  nowhere  more  striking  than  in 
the  current  low  risk  of  death  among  babies  and 
among  mothers.  Less  than  three  per  cent  of  the 
babies  die  in  their  first  year  of  life  and  less  than 
one  per  cent  of  the  mothers  die  from  causes  asso- 
ciated with  childbirth.  The  communicable  diseases 
which  were  so  great  a  scourge  are  now  numerically 
insignificant  among  the  causes  of  death,  except  for 
influenza  and  pneumonia  and  pulmonary  tuberculo- 
sis. However,  death  rates  from  these  diseases  are 
diminishing  year  by  year.  The  trend  in  tuberculo- 
sis has  made  it  plausible  that  this  dreaded  scourge 
can  be  totally  eliminated  within  the  foreseeable 
future,  provided  that  control  efforts  are  not  only 
maintained  but  improved.  Improved  efforts  are 
required  because  any  control  operation  runs  into 
the  law  of  diminishing  return  per  unit  of  effort  as 
the  ultimate  goal  draws  nearer.  Then,  there  is 
also  the  sad  fact  that  while  even  now  the  disease 
may  be  practically  non-existent  in  one  area,  in 
another  it  can  be  widespread  and  serious.  In  Il- 
linois, our  largest  city  and  our  southernmost  region 
pose  a  large  and  difficult  tuberculosis  control  prob- 
lem. 

Recognizing  that  the  continuance  of  present 
success  in  control  over  the  principal  communicable 
diseases  depends  on  unrelaxed  vigilance  and  un- 
diminished effort,  it  is  also  time  to  assess  the  op- 
portunities and  needs  for  further  health  protection. 
A  large  part  of  our  control  over  the  communicable 
diseases  rests  on  sanitation,  a  particular  kind  of 
control  of  environment.  At  the  same  time  that  san- 
itation requirements  become  larger  with  the  growth 
of   population    and  its   increasing   concentration  in 


culosis  mortality  was  highest  in  Region  1.  The 
lowest  accident  mortality  58.1  per  hundred  thousand 
population  was  also  recorded  in  Region  1.  Some 
caution  must  be  used  in  interpreting  the  rates  in 
Table  E,  since  the  population  estimates  used  for 
each  region  are  more  liable  to  error  than  the  es- 
timates of  total  population  for  the  state. 

NEW      PROBLEMS      FOR      OLD 

urban  areas,  we  face  the  new  environmental  prob- 
lems of  air  pollution  whose  fatal  importance  was 
so  dramatically  emphasized  at  Donora,  Pennsylva- 
nia. Changing  industrial  processes  as  well  as  the 
expansion  of  industry  not  only  bring  in  such  new 
problems,  but  intensify  all  the  difficulties  of  waste 
disposal.  None  of  these  show  up  in  vital  statistics 
until  after  "the  fat  is  in  the  fire."  Nevertheless, 
they  mustal'/ays  be  kept  in  mind  when  interpreting 
the  situations  reflected  by  the  official  statistics  of 
birth  and  death. 

What,  then,  are  the  present  and  future  health 
problems  which  are  directly  reflected  in  our  vital 
statistics?  Are  there  any  serious  new  concerns 
when  we  review  such  a  favorable  picture  as  can  be 
drawn  from  the  1948  vital  statistics?  Is  there  a 
"clear  and  present  danger"  in  the  situation  we  now 
encounter?  Is  there  opportunity  for  further  real 
progress? 

THE  IMPLICATIONS  OF  POPULATION 
TRENDS.  The  most  important  single  fact  about 
our  population  is  that  we  are  becoming  a  nation  of 
old  people.  The  year  by  year  success  in  postpone- 
ing  death  has  at  every  stage,  of  course,  contributed 
to  the  size  of  the  population  at  older  ages  with  a 
strong  cumulative  effect.  In  every  census  since 
1900  alarger  proportion  of  the  population  has  shown 
up  at  ages  over  35  years  and  a  decreasing  propor- 
tion at  the  ages  under  35.  The  proportion  of  those 
over  65  years  has  grown  fastest.  The  following 
table  shows  up  this  situation  and  gives  the  best 
informed  forecasts  of  the  next  three  decennial  enu- 
merations of  the  population  of  the  United  States. 

In  Illinois  the  proportion  of  elders  has  grown 
faster  than  for  the  nation  as  a  whole  ever  since 
1930.  In  1940  Illinois  had  7.2  per  cent  of  its  pop- 
ulation over  65  years  old  and  in  1950  these  elders 
will  constitute  at  least  8  per  cent  of  all  the  state's 
population. 

The  result  of  all  this  is  that  persons  in  the 
productive  working  ages  will  have  to  produce  more

food,  shelter,  clothing,  and  all  the  necessaries  of 
life.  Although  some  of  the  population  over  65  years 
old  continue  to  produce  the  things  that  keep  our 
economy  going,  their  contribution  to  the  actual  pro- 
duction is  small  in  comparison  to  the  demands  of 
non-producing  consumers  in  the  older  ages.  This 
situation  is  intensified  by  the  fact  that  at  the  older 
ages  women  considerably  outnumber  men. 

As  we  face  this  problem,  we  also  encounter 
the  fact  that,  for  a  time,  we  will  have  an  actual 
decrease  in  the  number  of  persons  entering  the  la- 
bor force.  The  children  born  in  the  depression 
years  of  the  nineteen  thirties  are  now  coming  of 
age.  In  those  years  the  birth  rate  dropped  off  so 
sharply  that  total  births  were  lower  than  at  any 
time  subsequentto  the  war  depressed  baby  produc- 
tion in  1917-18. 

These  basic  facts  about  our  population  portend 
many  important  developments  in  our  social  and 
economic  structure.  From  the  health  viewpoint 
they  place  new  and  difficult  demands  on  health  serv- 
ices. In  order  to  maintain  the  necessary  pro- 
ductivity of  the  working  force  it  will  hardly  be  suff- 
icient just  to  postpone  death  a  little  longer.  Nu- 
merous studies  have  demonstrated  that  loss  of  work 
time  due  to  disability  from  illness,  injury,  and  death 
is  not  only  costly,  but  is  a  major  factor  in  holding 
production  below  optimum  levels.  The  disadvantage 
of  such  disability  increases  with  the  skill  of  the 
worker.  Therefore,  with  increasing  dependence  on 
skilled  workers  and  a  need  for  greater  productivity 
from  those  workers,  it  is  obvious  that  our  best 
hope  is  to  protect  ourselves  from  work  losses  by 
maintaining  our  working  force  at  the  highest  pos- 
ible  level  of  vigor  and  health.  This  means  that  we 
face  a  new  type  of  responsibility,  namely,  that  of 
preventing  every  type  of  disability,  mental  as  well 
as  physical,  that  may  occur  in  the  adult  members 
of  the  labor  force. 

THE  NEWER  FIELDS  FOR  HEALTH  PROTEC  - 
TION.  Merely  a  casual  glance  at  mortality  statis- 
tics reveals  that  any  further  real  progress  in 
preventing    premature    death   is    not  only  dependent 


upon  our  ability  to  minimize  deaths  among  adults 
under  65,  but  upon  successfully  combating  the  de- 
generative diseases  that  accompany  aging.  Heart 
disease,  cancer,  cerebral  hemorrhage,  nephritis, 
and  accidents  account  for  over  half  the  deaths  at 
age  25  to  44  and  over  three-fourths  of  the  deaths 
at  age  45  to  64.  Except  for  the  common  cold,  men- 
tal disease,  and  certain  temporary  female  dis- 
orders, these  same  conditions  also  contribute  more 
than  any  other  group  to  non-fatal  disability. 

The  fact  that  most  accidents  are  held  prevent- 
able demonstrates  the  need  for  redoubled  efforts  at 
accident  prevention.  The  public  health  movement 
has  really  only  made  a  small  beginning  on  programs 
for  accident  prevention.  It  is  felt  there  is  a  definite 
eed  for  an  overall  attack  on  the  problem  to  sup- 
plement and  coordinate  the  specialized  programs 
for  highway  safety,  industrial  safety,  etc. 

Real  success  with  the  degenerative  diseases 
depends  heavily  on  research  to  uncover  new  knowl- 
edge and  new  methods.  However,  the  present  stage 
of  knowledge  is  sufficient  to  produce  important 
gains  if  applied.  It  has  been  pointed  out  that  the 
public  health  movement  would  have  been  tardy 
indeed  had  it  waited  for  the  final,  effective  tools 
before  making  any  attempt  at  control  of  malaria 
and  typhoid.  Belief  that  the  public  health  movement 
can  and  should  do  something  about  these  newer  pro- 
blems has  already  crystallized  in  the  Congress. 
Large  appropriations  have  already  been  made  (or 
are  in  the  making)  to  attack  these  newer  problems. 
At  the  same  time,  the  very  existence  of  these  pro- 
blems has  done  much  to  precipitate  the  entire  con- 
troversy over  methods  for  medical  care. 

The  picture  that  is  drawn  from  our  current 
vital  statistics  amply  demonstrates  the  need  for 
action  on  new  concerns  by  the  public  health  move- 
ment. The  statistical  picture  also  points  up  real 
opportunities  for  important  progress.  The  danger 
from  the  favorable  aspects  of  the  statistical  picture 
is  complacency  brought  about  by  a  partial  victory. 
Such  danger  may  not  be  entirely  clear,  but  is  cer- 
tainly ever  present.

LOW  MORTALITY 

There  were  3,000  fewer  deaths  recorded  from 
January  through  September  of  1948  than  during  the 
same  period  of  1947  despite  the  fact  that  Illinois 
has  more  people  now  than  at  any  time  in  her  his- 
tory. Consequently,  the  crude  death  rate  for  the 
nine  month  period  is  only  10.3  per  thousand  pop- 
ulation. This  represents  a  drop  of  7  per  cent  from 
the  rate  of  1 1.1  for  the  corresponding  period  of 
1947.

SLIGHT  INCREASE  IN  BIRTHS 

During  the  first  seven  months  of  1948,  the 
birth  rate  was  consistently  and  significantly  lower 
than  the  corresponding  monthly  rates  for  1947. 
However,  the  eighth  and  ninth  months  saw  1948 
birthrates  closing  up  on  1947  birth  rates.  We  know 
that  new  family  formation,  as  reflected  by  marriage 
rates,  has  leveled  off  at  somewhat  below  the  peak 
that  led  to  the  great  1947  boom  in  births.  It  also 
appears  that  the  many  new  families  formed  after 
the  war  are  beginning  to  have  their  second  and  third 
children.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  growth 
of  new  families  started  shortly  after  the  end  of  the 
war  plus  the  fact  that  prosperity  has  continued  is 
responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  birth  rates  at 
their  present  levels.

The  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  in  August 
1948  released  e  stimate  s  of  Illinois  population 
that  apparently  represent  a  correction  of  earlier 
underestimates  of  the  situation  in  Illinois.  This 
upward  adjustment  exceeds  the  normal  growth  and 
as  a  result,  vital  statistics  rates  for  the  last  half 
of  1948  tend  to  be  generally  lower  than  those  for 
1947  and  the  first  six  months  of  1948.  With  this 
bias  throughout  the  rates  any  diminution  in  a  quoted 
rate  must  be  interpreted  with  caution.

POLIO  MORTALITY  UP 

There  were  twice  as  many  deaths  from  pol- 
iomyelitis in  the  first  nine  months  of  1948  than  in 
the  same  period  of  1947.  However,  the  39  deaths 
recorded  during  the  first  nine  months  of  1948  is 
less  than  one-third  the  total  of  121  deaths  from 
polio  for  1946,  the  most  recent  epidemic  year. 
However,  in  1948  there  was  a  wider  geographic 
distribution  of  the  disease  than  in  1947.  In  the  first 
nine  months  of  1948  there  has  been  one  or  more 
deaths  from  polio  recorded  in  each  of  the  six  re- 
gions of  the  state,  whereas  in  1947  both  Region  3 
(Peoria  Metropolitan  Area)  and  Region  5  (East  St. 
Louis  Metropolitan  Area)  escaped  having  a  single 
death  during  the  period.

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VITAL     STATISTICS     IN     THE 

DECLINE  IN  BIRTHS 

The  birth  rate  continued  its  gradual  decline 
in  receding  from  20.9  average  annual  live  births 
per  1,000  population  in  the  first  quarter  of  1948  to 
19.3  during  the  s  e  c  o  n  d  quarter  of  1948.  This 
brought  the  average  birth  rate  over  the  first  six 
months  of  the  year  to  20.1— thirteen  percent  below 
the  average  for  the  first  half  of  1947.

MORTALITY  IMPROVEMENTS 

There  were  fewer  deaths  from  all  causes  in 
the  first  half  of  1948  than  in  the  same  period  of 
1947.  However,  the  recent  high  birth  rates  have 
made  the  young  child  population  increase  much 
faster  than  the  older  part  of  the  population.  This 
tends  to  lower  the  general  death  rate  because  chil- 
dren have  a  low  death  rate  as  compared  to  the  rest 
of  the  population.  Actually,  there  is  no  evidence  of 
any  substantial  decrease  in  mortality,  when  stage 
of  life  is  taken  into  account. 

Maternal  mortality  declined  from  1.1  deaths 
per  thousand  live  births  during  the  first  quarter  of 
1948  to  0.8  deaths  per  thousand  live  births  in  the 
second  quarter.  The  low  frequency  of  maternal 
deaths,  however,  makes  it  hazardous  to  attach  real 
significance  to  these  changes  in  rate.  The  impor- 
tant fact  is  that  the  continuance  of  a  maternal  rate 
at  approximately  one  death  for  every  thousand 
births  indicates  that  the  risk  of  childbearing  has 
been  permanently  reduced  to  levels  that  were  only 
dreamed  of  not  so  many  years  ago.

C.  D.  DEATHS  STILL  GOING  DOWN 

The  death  rate  for  almost  every  communi- 
cable disease  during  the  first  half  of  1948  has  been 
as  low  or  lower  than  its  corresponding  rate  for  the 
first  half  of  1947.  The  largest  mortality  reduc- 
tions were  found  in  influenza,  pneumonia,  and 
tuberculosis.    There  were  only  eighteen  deaths  from 
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FIRST     SIX     MONTHS      1948 

whooping  cough  in  the  first  half  of  1948  as  com- 
pared to  twenty-six  for  the  first  half  of  1947.  This 
improvement  is  most  marked  for  the  less  than 
year  old  babies  because  in  1947  about  four  out  of 
five  whooping  cough  deaths  were  under  one  year  of 
age  while  in  1948  it  was  only  two  out  of  three.

Only  two  of  the  communicable  diseases  took 
a  greater  toll  during  the  first  half  of  1948  than  dur- 
ing the  same  period  of  1947.  Measles  mortality 
was  higher  due  to  the  recent  epidemic  and  the  25 
deaths  from  acute  rheumatic  fever  from  January 
to  June  of  1948  were  8  more  than  in  the  same 
period  of  1947. 

Mortality  from  the  ten  leading  causes  of 
death  in  the  first  half  of  1948  has  been  quite  con- 
sistently lower  for  each  disease  than  in  the  same 
months  of  1947.  The  significance  of  this  situation 
is  as  yet  difficult  to  assess.  Health  conditions  in 
1947  were  not  markably  different  from  those  in 
1948,  except  for  the  somewhat  higher  incidence  of 
upper  respiratory  diseases  in  the  early  months  of 
1947.

The  average  birth  rate,  for  the  first  nine 
months  of  1949,  was  21.6  annual  births  per  thou- 
sand population,  slightly  above  the  rate  of  21.1 
for  the  same  period  of  1948.  The  current  high 
birth  rate  follows  from  the  high  marriage  rate 
of  recent  years.  Family  formation  proceeded 
at  a  rapid  rate  upon  demobilization  of  the  armed 
forces.  At  the  same  time  high  level  employment 
and  general  prosperity  gave  additional  stimulus 
to  marriage  and  child  bearing.  High  birth  rates 
and  high  marriage  rates  have  continued  longer 
than  was  expected  by  many  population  experts. 
They  believed  that  the  high  birth  rates  were  a 
result  of  "catching  up"  with  deferred  family 
production  and  "borrowing"  against  future  pro- 
duction.

Only  recently  have  the  marriage  rates  be- 
gun to  fall  off  appreciably.  This  would  indicate 
that  present  high  birth  rates  may  be  expected  to 
drop  somewhat  in  1950.  It  is  still  questionable 
whether  much  diminution  will  take  place  even 
then,  because  it  is  currently  estimated  that 
marriage  rates  among  eligible  males  (i.e., the 
single,  widowed,  and  divorced  at  ages  fifteen  and 
over)  are  higher  now  than  at  any  time  prior  to 


1946.  The  outlook  is  that  there  will  still  be  a 
big  "baby  crop"  for  the  next  year  even  though 
it  is  not  a  "bumper  crop." 

POLIO  EPIDEMIC 

The  month  of  July  saw  the  beginning  of  a 
serious  poliomyelitis  epidemic  in  Illinois.  The 
incidence  of  polio  was  highest  in  downstate 
counties,  83  per  cent  of  the  cases  occurring 
among  Illinois  residents  living  outside  the  city 
of  Chicago.  Four  downstate  counties  reported 
more  than  one  hundred  cases  for  the  period 
July  through  September,  1949.  These  counties 
were  Champaign  with  133  cases,  Marion  with 
126  cases,  Knox  with  118  cases,  and  Kane  with 
124  cases.  There  were  154  deaths  from  polio 
recorded  in  downstate  Illinois  from  January  to 
September,  1949,  as  compared  to  81  such  deaths 
for  the  same  period  of  the  1946  epidemic. 

The  incidence  of  polio  in  Chicago  was  above 
average,  with  381  cases  reported,  but  was  well 
below  the  540  polio  cases  reported  for  the  same 
period  of  the  epidemic  year  of  1946.    There  were 
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37  polio  deaths  recorded  in  Chicago,  during  the 
first  nine  months  of  1949,  as  compared  to  40 
polio  deaths  recorded  in  the  first  nine  months 
of  1946. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  present  epi- 
demic was  characterized  by  a  shift  in  the  age 
distribution  of  fatal  poliomyelitis  with  relative- 
ly fewer  deaths  among  persons  under  twenty- 
four  years  of  age.  The  following  table  gives  the 
per  cent  of  polio  deaths  in  each  age  group  for 
the  first  nine  months  of  1949  and  for  the  same 
period  of  1946.

Natural  increase  (births  minus  deaths), 
in  the  first  nine  months  of  1949,  was  11.0  per- 
sons per  thousand.  While  this  is  somewhat  a- 
bove  the  rate  of  10.5  for  the  same  period  of 
1948,  it  is  well  below  the  12.2  for  the  same 
period  of  the  record-breaking  year  1947. 

The  mortality  experience  for  the  first  nine 
months  of  1949  was  much  like  theverygood  rec- 
ord established  in  1948.  Tuberculosis  mortal- 
ity was  only  29.3  per  hundred  thousand  popula- 
tion, seven  per  cent  below  the  rate  for  the  first 
nine  months  of  1948.  Mortality  from  upper  re- 
spiratory disease   was    34.3   per  hundred  thou- 


sand population.  This  is  slightly  higher  than  the 
1948  record  but  well  below  the  40.8  deaths  per 
hundred  thousand  population  recorded  for  the 
first  nine  months  of  1947. 

NO  CHANGE  FOR  HEART  AND  CANCER 

The  difference  in  the  mortality  figures  for 
the  two  leading  causes  of  death,  heart  and  cancer, 
is  no  more  than  could  be  expected  from  chance 
alone.  In  the  absence  of  reliable  population  fig- 
ures for  the  various  ages,  it  is  impossible  at 
present,  to  determine  the  risk  of  death  at  each 
age  of  life.  However,  the  available  evidence 
points  to  the  fact  that  the  severity  of  mortality 
from  the  two  biggest  killers  is  at  least  not  in- 
creasing.

Infant  mortality  from  diarrhea  and  enter- 
itis in  Chicago  has  been  much  higher  in  1949, 
than  in  1948.  A  total  of  87  infant  deaths  from 
diarrhea  and  enteritis  were  recorded  inChicago 
during  the  first  nine  months  of  1949,  an  increase 
of  67  per  cent  over  the  number  recorded  in  the 
same  period  of  1948.  The  increase  occurred 
among  infants  being  cared  for  in  the  home.  In 
downstate  Illinois,  70  infant  de  ath  s  from  this 
cause  were  recorded  in  each  nine  month  period.

Among  the  less  frequent  causes  of  death 
we  find  two  deaths  from  rabies  in  the  first  nine 
months  of  1949,  the  first  such  deaths  since  July, 
1946.  Also,  two  deaths  from  scarlet  fever  in 
the  first  nine  months  broke  the  two  year  respite 
from  fatal  scarlet  fever.  There  were  six  deaths 
from  histoplasmosis  in  the  period  January-Sep- 
tember, 1949,  as  compared  to  two  deaths  from 
this  cause  in  the  same  period  of  1948.  This  is 
not  surprising  in  view  of  the  heightened  interest 
in  this  disease  brought  on  by  the  mass  survey 
techniques  for  tuberculosis  case  finding. 

AUTO  ACCIDENT  DEATHS  LOW 

Some  improvement  has  been  recorded  for 
the  motor  vehicle  accident  mortality  experience 
in  the  current  period.  The  motor  vehicle  acci- 
dent death  rate  in  the  first  nine  months  of  1949 
was  17.4  per  hundred  thousand  population  as 
compared  to   22.2  for  the   same  period  of  1948 


and  21.6  for  the  like  period  of  1947.  Fewer 
deaths  were  recorded  for  accidents  occurring 
at  work,  the  comparable  rates  being  4.8  per  hun- 
dred thousand  population  in  the  first  nine  months 
of  1949  and  5.9  for  the  same  period  of  1948.  No 
essential  change  was  noted  for  mortality  occur- 
ring from  accidents  in  the  home  or  in  public 
places.

GAINS     IN     SAVING     THE     LIVES    OF     BABIES 


In  thirty  years,  the  hazard  of  death  in  the  first 
year  of  life  has  been  reduced  to  less  than  thirty 
per  cent  of  what  it  was  in  the  years  1915-1918. 
The  greatest  saving  has  been  among  babies  over 
one  month  old  and  with  causes  other  than  pre- 
maturity. Recently,  some  progress  has  been 
made  in  lowering  the  death  rate  from  premature 
birth,  as  witnessed  by  a  drop  in  mortality  from 
12.3  deaths  per  thousand  live  births  in  1940  to 
10.5  in  1948.  Prematurity  at  birth,  of  course, 
remains  as  the  chief  cause  of  death  in  infancy. 

There  is  evidence  that  the  more  extensive 
immunization  of  babies  against  whooping  cough 
is  having  beneficial  results.  Only  16  infant 
deaths  from  whooping  cough  were  recorded  in 
j948  as  compared  to  48  such  deaths  in  1940, 
despite  the  50  per  cent  increase  in  the  number 
of  babies  born  in  1948  over  1940.  While  the 
figures  are  small,  there  is  every  reason  to 
believe  they  are  significant. 

The  program  for  the  prevention  of  congenital 
syphilis  has  also  shown  gratifying  results.  In 
1940  there  were  20  infant  deaths  from  congenital 
syphilis  as  compared  to  only  3  such  deaths  in 
1948. 

The  great  advances  in  therapy  made  possible 
by  sulfa  drugs  and  antibiotics,  have  contributed 
greatly  to  the  reduction  of  infant  mortality  by 
limiting  death  from  upper  respiratory  infections. 
In  1948,  there  were  only  2.7  infant  deaths  per 
thousand  live  births  from  the  acute  respiratory 
diseases,  not  much  more  than  half  the  rate  of 


5.1  in  1940. 

Diarrhea  and  enteritis  was  second  only  to 
prematurity  among  the  leading  causes  of  infant 
mortality  in  1921.  Thanks  to  better  sanitation 
and  better  infant  care  both  in  hospital  and  home, 
diarrhea  and  enteritis  has  dropped  to  fifth  place 
among  the  most  frequent  causes  of  infant  death. 
Some,  but  not  much,  reduction  has  taken  place 
since  1940. 

Success  in  preserving  the  lives  of  babies  from 
hazards  that  arise  after  birth,  has  had  the  effect 
of  increasing  our  concern  over  the  conditions 
in  fetal  life  which  have  always  had  such  an  im-. 
portant  bearing  on  survival  and  healthy  devel- 
opment after  birth.  Congenital  malformations, 
of  course,  have  remained  a  constant  biological 
phenomenon.  Birth  injury  as  a  cause  of  death 
has  also  held  steady.  With  congenital  malfor- 
mations second  only  to  premature  birth,  and 
with  birth  injury  third  among  the  principal 
causes  of  infant  death,  we  now  find  that  two-thirds 
of  all  deaths  in  the  first  year  of  life  are  due  to 
conditions  that  arise  previous  to,  or  during,  birth. 
This  concentrates  attention,  as  never  before, 
on  intra-uterine  life.  Coupled  with  this,  arises 
an  even  broader  question  that  is  heard  more  and 
more  frequently.  "How  can  we  prevent  a  greater 
part  of  the  wastage  of  the  products  of  concep- 
tion?" The  problem  of  answering  this  question 
poses  difficulties  that  are  almost  matched  by 
the  troubles  which  our  statistics  will  face  in 
trying  to  measure  progress  in  that  area.

FIVE  PERCENT  MORE  BIRTHS 

Live  birth  registrations  were  5  per  cent 
higher  in  the  first  half  of  1949  as  compared  to 
the  same  period  of  1948.  An  increase  of  over 
4,500  live  births  was  recorded  for  the  period 
for  an  average  rate  of  20.9  annual  live  births  per 
thousand  inhabitants.  The  average  rate  for  the 
first  half  of  1948  was  20.0  annual  live  births  per 
thousand  population.  The  birth  rates  in  states 
all  across  the  nation,  in  the  first  half  of  1949, 
have  remained  at  essentially  the  same  levels 
recorded  in  the  first  six  months  of  1948.  The 
average  annual  rate  for  the  nation  as  a  whole, 
from  January  through  June,  1949,  was  23.1  per 
thousand  population  as  compared  to  a  rate  of  23.3 
for  the  same  period  of  1948.

Mortality  from  all  causes  was  10.9  per 
thousand  population  in  the  first  six  months  of 
1949,  as  compared  to  a  rate  of  11.1  deaths  per 
thousand  inhabitants  recorded  in  the  like  period 
of  1948.  Mortality  from  heart  disease  and  from 
cancer  was  essentially  the  same  in  the  two  cor- 
responding periods.  A  further  decline  in  the 
mortality  experience  from  tuberculosis  was  re- 
corded, the  death  rate  dropping  from  32.5  deaths 
per  hundred  thousand  population  in  the  first  half 
of  1948,  to  30.5  in  the  first  half  of  1949.

The  accident  death  rate  was  lower  for  the 
six  month  period  ending  June  30,  1949,  than  for 
the  same  period  of  1948.  There  was  lower  mor- 
tality for  every  form  of  accident.  Percentage- 
wise, the  greatest  reduction  was  for  occupation- 
al accident  mortality  with  a  rate  of  4.5  deaths 
per  100,000  inhabitants  or  24  per  cent  below  the 
death  rate  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1948. 
Automobile  accident  mortality,  during  the  first 
half  of  1949,  was  19  per  cent  below  the  rate  for 
the  first  half  of  1948  despite  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  miles  traveled  by  motor  vehicles.

VITAL   STATISTICS   IN   THE  FIRST    THREE    MONTHS    1949 


HIGH  BIRTH  RATE  CONTINUES 

Birthrates  were  high  during  the  first  three 
months  of  1949  as  compared  to  rates  existing 
prior  to  the  recent  birth  boom.  The  average 
annual  birth  rate  for  the  first  quarter  of  this 
year,  21.1  live  births  per  thousand  population, 
was  slightly  above  the  rate  of  20.9  for  the  cor- 
responding period  of  1948.  This  level  of  births 
is  above  those  seen  prior  to  the  recent  boom  in 
births.  From  1940  to  1945,  birth  rates  in  Illinois 
were  below  20  per  thousand  population  .except 
for  the  year  1943  when  a  rate  of  20.1  was  re- 
corded.

MORTALITY  IS  LOW 

There  were  fewer  deaths  recorded  in  the 
first  three  months  of  1949  than  in  the  corre- 
sponding periods  of  1948  or  1947,  despite  the 
increase  in  p  op  ul  at  ion  in  Illinois.  This  im- 
proved mortality  expe  rienc  e  is  made  more 
striking  when  we  realize  that  mortality  in  1948 
was  the  lowest  on  record.  For  the  first  quarter 
of  1949  there  were  only  11.2  deaths  per  thousand 
population  as  compared  to  a  rate  of  11.4  for  the 
first  quarter  of  1948.  The  low  death  rate  to- 
gether with  the  high  birth  rate  gave  Illinois 
20,857  more  inhabitants  during  the  first  quarter 
of  1949.  The  rate  of  natural  increase  for  the 
first  three  months  of  1949  was  9.9  per  thousand 
estimated  population  as  compared  to  a  rate  of 
9.7  for  the  same  period  of  last  year.  The  cur- 
rent rate  of  natural  increase,  while  less  than  the 
record  breaking  11.9  established  for  the  year 
1947,  is  well  above  the  average  of  7.4  per  thou- 
sand population  for  the  years  1942-1945  inclu- 
sive. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  UNCHANGED 

Mortality  among  infants  for  the  first 
quarter  of  this  year,  29.0  per  thousand  live  births, 
was  essentially  the  same  as  the  rate  of  28.9  for 
the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.  There 
were  more  infant  deaths  from  pneumonia  this 
year,  but  this  increase  was  offset  by  reductions 
in  mortality  from  premature  birth  and  other 


causes   of  death  among  children  under  one  year 
of  age.

Pneumonia  and  influenza  took  a  greater 
toll  of  life  in  the  current  period  than  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1948;  the  death  rate  for  the  first  quar- 
ter of  1949  being  47.2  per  100,000  population  as 
compared  to  a  rate  of  41.7  for  the  same  period 
of  1948.  Most  of  the  higher  mortality  occurred 
among  the  aged  and  among  infants,  the  stages  of 
life  where  the  risk  of  death  from  pneumonia  is 
always  high.  Tuberculosis  mortality  was  only 
30.0  per  100,000  population,  a  reduction  of  nine 
per  cent  from  the  rate  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  1948.  Persons  in  all  stages  of  life 
shared  in  this  improved  mortality  experience. 

The  low  incidence  of  measles  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1949  is  reflected  in  the  fact  that 
only  one  death  was  recorded  during  this  period. 
The  severe  measles  outbreak  last  year  brought 
58  deaths  during  the  first  three  months  of  1948. 
Only  five  deaths  from  whooping  cough  were  re- 
corded in  the  current  period  as  compared  to 
seven  deaths  for  the  same  period  last  year,  and 
there  were  only  seventeen  deaths  from  menin- 
gitis as  compared  to  twenty-one  men  in  git  i  s 
deaths  for  the  first  three  months  of  last  year.

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A  conspicuous  feature  of  our  mortality  re- 
ports, in  recent  times,  has  been  the  absence  of 
deaths  from  some  of  the  acute  communicable 
diseases  that  in  former  years  took  a  heavy  toll 
of  life.  This  cheerful  picture  is  somewhat 
spoiled,  in  the  first  quarter,  by  a  death  from 
scarlet  fever  in  January  and  a  death  from  rabies 
in  March.  Since  proper  public  health  precautions 
can  prevent  rabies,  this  death  forcibly  draws 
attention  to  the  incompleteness  of  rabies  control. 
It  also  points  up  the  need  for  unremitting  effort 
in  disease  control  even  when  control  efforts  are 
apparently  meeting  with  greatest  success. 


IMPROVED  ACCIDENT  EXPERIENCE 

There  was  a  decided  improvement  in  the 
mortality  experience  from  all  accidental  causes 
of  death  during  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  as 
compared  to  the  same  period  of  1948.  There 
were  over  200  fewer  accidental  deaths  during 
the  current  period.  Every  class  of  accidental 
cause  of  death  was  lower  during  the  period  from 
January  through  March  of  1949,  than  during  the 
same  period  of  last  year.  Only  16.9  motor  ve- 
hicle deaths   per  100,000  population  were  re- 


corded in  the  first  quarter  of  1949  as  compared 
with  a  rate  of  20.1  deaths  per  100,000  population 
in  the  first  quarter  of  1948.  The  great  bulk  of 
this  improvement  in  the  accident  mortality  ex- 
perience occurred  among  those  over  sixty-five 
years  of  age.  Among  the  aged  there  were  fewer 
deaths  from  accidents  in  the  home  and  in  public 
places.  Since  the  number  of  persons  over  sixty- 
five  years  of  age  is  increasing  each  year,  the 
improvement  noted  for  the  current  period, as 
compared  to  the  first  quarter  of  1948,  is  even 
greater  than  the  figures  themselves  indicate.

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HIGH     BIRTH    RATE    IN    1949 


More  babies  saw  the  light  of  day  in  194& 
than  in  any  other  year  except  1947.  Merc  than 
185,500  live  births  were  recorded  in  Illinois 
during  1949  for  a  rate  of  £2.0  per  thousand  popu- 
lation, second  only  to  the  all  time  high  of  23.4 
recorded  in  1947.  The  live  birth  experience  for 
the  present  decade  is  in  sharp  contrast  to  that 
of  the  1930's  when  an  average  live  birth  rate  of 
14.9  per  thousand  population  was  recorded.  In 
fact,  there  was  much  speculation  and  even  some 
prediction  that  deaths  might  soon  exceed  births 
and  we  would  become  a  nation  with  a  declining 
population.  However,  the  1940's  saw  a  resur- 
gence of  live  birth  rates  and,  with  the  rapid  for- 
mation of  new  families  following  demobilization, 
the  birth  rate  soon  climbed  to  its  1947  peak. 
From  1940  through  1945  the  birth  r  te  averaged 
18.0  per  thousand  population,  and  frexn  1946 
through  1949  the  average  birth  rate  was  22.0. 
The  high  rate  in  1947  was  tVe  result  of  a  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  first  born  babies.  The 
current  high  birth  rate  is  due  to  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  second  and  higher  order  births 
as  both  the  well  established  and  the  newly  formed 
families  continue  to  grow.  The  outlook  is  for  a 
gradual  recession  in  birth  rates  because  by  the 
middle  fifties  there  will  be  fewer  people  in  the 
child-bearing  ages  than  at  present.  The  fact 
that  fewer  children  were  born  in  the  nineteen 
twenties  will  become  increasingly  apparent  in 
the  next  ten  years.

Mortality 
in  1949  was  at  the  same  level  as  in  1948,  the 
death  rate  for  each  year  being  10.8  per  thou- 
sand population.    This  relatively  constant  death 


rate  has  been  one  (  f  the  outstanding  features  of 
this  decade.  With  over  half  of  all  deaths  occur- 
ring among  the  aged,  the  death  rate  would  in- 
evitably have  been  much  higher  than  it  is  today 
were  it  not  for  the  great  advances  made  in  med- 
icine and  the  effectiveness  of  public  health  pro- 
tection. The  sulfas  and  the  antibiotics  provided 
medical  science  with  amazingly  successful  tools 
in  their  battle  to  save  lives  among  the  sick  and 
the  injured.  At  the  same  time,  public  health  pro- 
tection against  preventable  diseases  has  reduced 
many  of  them  to  infrequent  occurrence. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  smallpox,  tu- 
laremia, paratyphoid  fever,  and  undulant  fever 
in  1949.  This  is  the  eleventh  consecutive  year 
in  which  not  a  single  death  from  smallpox  oc- 
curred and  the  second  consecutive  year  in  which 
not  a  single  case  was  reported.  There  was  only 
one  death  from  typhoid  fever  in  1949.  As  recent- 
ly as  1940  there  were  33  deaths  from  typhoid, 
which  at  that  time  seemed  unbelievably  low. 

Public  health  procedures  must  be  applied 
continuously  to  maintain  full  protection.  Only 
by  maximum  protection  can  we  prevent  such  oc- 
currences as  the  two  deaths  from  rabies  and 
the  two  deaths  from  scarlet  fever  that  were  re- 
corded in  1949  after  having  no  deaths  from  these 
two  diseases  in  1948  and  1947. 

LEADING  CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

The  predominant  causes  of  death  --  heart 
disease,  cancer,  and  intracranial  lesions  of 
vascular  origin  --  show  almost  no  appreciable 
change  in  1949  as  compared  to  1948,  despite  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  aged  in  our  population. 
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Tuberculosis  mortality  hit  a  new  low  level  of 
29.0  per  hundred  thousand  population  as  com- 
pared to  31.3  in  1948.  This  lower  tuberculosis 
mortality  helps  in  the  reduction  of  mortality 
among  the  elders  in  our  population  since  over 
half  of  all  tuberculosis  deaths  occur  among  per- 
sons over  45  years  old.  Mortality  from  influ- 
enza and  pneumonia  was  low  in  1949.  The  ab- 
sence of  any  outbreak  of  influenza  and  pneu - 
monia  was  an  important  factor  in  holding  down 
mortality  in  general  in  1949.

only  nine  years  ago.  Again  we  find  less  mor- 
tality associated  with  early  infancy.  Infant  mor- 
tality in  1949  was  22  percent  below  the  1940  rate 
and  neonatal  death  rate  was  15  per  cent  below 
the  corresponding  rate  for  1940.  There  was, 
however,  an  increase  in  mortality  from  diar- 
rhea and  enteritis  among  infants  in  the  city  of 
Chicago.  The  total  of  120  infant  deaths  from 
diarrhea  and  enteritis  recorded  in  Chicago  in 
1949  is  more  than  double  the  57  such  deaths  re- 
corded in  1948.  The  increase  occurred  among 
babies  over  one  month  of  age,  with  the  infection 
apparently  beginning  at  home. 


MATERNAL  AND  INFANT  MORTALITY 

Maternal  mortality  was  at  a  record  low  of 
0.8  deaths  per  thousand  live  births  in  1949.  Only 
144  maternal  deaths  were- recorded  in  1949  as 
compared  to  149  for  1948,  despite  the  fact  that 
there  were  4,000  more  births  in  1949.  Women 
at  all  stages  of  life  have  shared  in  this  lowered 
mortality.  However,  the  r  el  at  ive  hazards  at 
different  ages  remain  much  as  they  were.  As 
compared  to  younger  women,  the  risk  of  child- 
birth to  a  woman  over  35  years  of  age  has  not 
been  lessened.  Stillbirths  were  at  a  new  mini- 
mum of  17.3  per  thousand  live  births,  a  one- 
third  reduction  from  the   rate  of  25.7  recorded

ACCIDENTS 

Motor  vehicle  accident  mortality  in  1949 
was  ten  per  cent  lower  than  in  1948,  the  cor- 
responding rates  being  20.8  deaths  per  hundred 
thousand  population  for  1949  and  23.0  for  1948. 
There  was  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  mor- 
tality ex  pe  r  i  enc  e  for  accidents  occurring  at 
work.  Only  408  occupational  ac  c  ident  deaths 
were  recorded  in  1949  as  compared  to  552  in 
1948.  Mortality  from  accidents  occurring  in  the 
home  and  in  public  places  was  essentially  the 
same  in  1949  as  in  1948.

POLIO  EPIDEMIC 
DISASTER  AT  EFFINGHAM 

The  unusual  and  the  spectacular  always 
command  a  great  deal  of  attention.  The  year 
1949  will  be  remembered  for  the  disastrous 
hospital  fire  at  Effingham  that  claimed  71  lives 
and  the  severe  po  1  i  omye  1  it  i  s  epidemic  that 
brought  on  231  deaths.  This  is  the  highest  mor- 
tality from  polio  ever  recorded  in  Illinois. 

There  were  2.7  polio  deaths  per  100,000 
population  in  1949,  the  highest  since  1921  when 
a  rate  of  2.2  was  recorded.  The  year  1946  saw 
the  last  recent  epidemic  when  a  rate  of  2.1,  as 
computed  from  171  deaths  was  recorded.  The 
case  fatality  ratio  was  also  higher  in  1949  with 
a  ratio  of  eight  per  cent  as  compared  to  seven 
per  cent  in  1946.  At  the  same  time,  the  highest 
risk  of  death  from  polio  has  been  shifting  towards 
the  older  ages.  The  greatest  mortality  risk  is 
now  among  those  in  their  twenties. 

More  than  two-thirds  of  the  2,911  polio- 
myelitis cases  were  reported  from  downstate 
Illinois.  Eight  downstate  counties  reported  90 
or  more  cases  during  the  year.  In  order  of 
magnitude  they  were:  Champaign,  Knox,  Kane, 
Marion,  Du  Page,  Sangamon,  Peoria,  and  Madi- 
son counties.  The  city  of  Chicago  had  fewer 
cases  and  fewer  deaths  from  polio  in  1949  than 
in  1946,  the  corresponding  fi  gu  r  e  s  being  480 
cases  and  43  deaths  in  1949,  and  750  cases  and 
59  deaths  in  1946. 

CHANGING  POPULATION  TRENDS 
Current  mortality  and   natality   trends  are 


producing  many  changes  in  our  population. 
People  are  living  longer  and  so  we  have  many 
more  aged  in  our  population  --  one  out  of  twelve 
today  as  compared  to  one  out  of  fourteen  in  1940. 
Today,  a  newborn  child  can  expect  to  live  to  be 
68  years  of  age  as  compared  to  only  65  years 
in  1940.  Our  population  is  growing  at  a  rate  of 
over  eleven  per  thousand  inhabitants  due  to  the 
high  birth  rate  and  the  favorable  mortality  ex- 
perience. This  is  more  than  double  the  rate  of 
growth  seen  in  the  1930's. 

These  very  changes  in  the  composition  of 
our  population  are  also  having  their  effect  on  the 
course  of  public  health.  There  is  an  increasing 
awareness  of  the  importance  of  successfully 
combating  the  degenerative  diseases  that  ac- 
company the  aging  process.  The  prevention  of 
disability  --  mental  as  well  as  physical  --is 
becoming  one  of  the  prime  tasks  of  public  health. 
Programs  for  accident  prevention  are  being  de- 
veloped to  cut  down  the  heavy  toll  of  injury  and 
death.  An  increasing  proportion  of  our  popu- 
lation are  in  the  non-productive  ages  --  the  very 
young  and  the  aged.  Thus,  persons  in  the  pro- 
ductive ages  will  have  a  heavier  task  in  the  pro- 
duction of  fo  o  d  ,  shelter,  and  clothing.  Injury, 
disability,  and  death  during  the  productive  years 
places  a  two  fold  burden  on  the  individual  and 
society.  There  is  the  direct  monetary  cost  for 
medical  and  other  expenses  and  the  present  as 
well  as  the  future  economic  loss  through  lowered 
productivity.  Minimizing  this  loss  by  protecting 
all  phases  of  the  health  of  the  individual  will  de- 
pend on  the  future  success  of  the  science  of 
medicine  and  public  health.

MORTALITY     BY    REGION 


The  graphs  on  page  4  and  the  back  page 
show  the  trend  of  mortality  from  selected  causes 
for  each  of  the  six  regions  in  the  State.  (For 
map  of  the  state  by  region  see  page  five). 

Mortality  from  heart  disease  in  each  region 
exhibits  the  same  slowly  rising  trend  seen  for 
the  entire  State,  and  for  the   nation  as    a  whole. 


Region  6  (Southern  Area)  has  the  lowest  death 
rate  from  heart  disease.  However,  the  avail- 
able evidence  indicates  that  under-registration 
of  deaths  and  births  is  negligible  everywhere 
except  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  State. 
Therefore,  the  rates  in  that  area  tend  to  under- 
estimate actual  conditions. 
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HEART  DISEASE  MORTALITY  BY  REGION  OF  RESIDENCE:  ILLINOIS,   1941-1949 
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When  we  take  the  cardiovascular-renal 
diseases  as  a  group  some  additional  facts  come 
to  light.  The  "spread"  between  the  rates  for 
each  region  is  much  smaller.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  mortality  from  arteriosclerosis,  ne- 
phritis, and  intracranial  lesions  of  vascular  or- 
igin is  lower  in  Region  1  than  in  the  rest  of  the 
State  while  at  the  same  time  mortality  from 
heart  disease  is  high  in  Region  1.  More  impor- 
tant perhaps  is  the  very  slight,  if  any,  rise  in 
the  death  rate  for  the  cardiovascular-renal  dis- 
eases as  a  group.  A  detailed  study  of  the  re- 
lationship between  the  trend  of  the  death   rate 


for  heart  disease  and  the  cardiovascular-renal 
diseases  was  published  recently  by  the  U.  S. 
Public  Health  Service.  '  They  concluded  that 
with  the  rise  in  heart  disease  at  ages  over  45 
years,  there  has  been  a  compensating  decrease 
in  the  mortality  from  causes  of  death  closely 
associated  with  hear t  disease,  such  as  intra- 
cranial lesions  of  vascular  origin,  chronic  ne- 
phritis, and  arteriosclerosis.  This  compen- 
sating effect  is  sufficient  to  remove  all  signs  of 
an  upward  trend  when  the  entire  class  of  causes 
is  taken  as  a  group.

available,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  measure  the 
"true"  difference  in  cancer  and  other  mortality 
for  the  various  regions  of  the  State.   The  varia- 


tion in  the  composition  of  the  population  in  each 
region  (age,  race,  number  of  foreign  born  etc.) 
could  very  easily  account  for  much,  if  not  all, 
of  the  differences  shown  in  the  graphs  in  this 
publication. 


CANCER  MORTALITY  BY  REGION  OF  RESIDENCE:  ILLINOIS,  1941-1949 
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The  outstanding  feature  of  the  graph  of  in- 
fant mortality  in  each  region  is  the  more  rapid 
decline  of  the  mortality  experience  for  the  south- 
ern part  of  the  State  (Regions  5  and  6)  as  com- 
pared to  the  rest  of  the  State.    Region  6  (South- 


ern Area)  still  has  a  relatively  high  infant  mor- 
tality rate.  However,  the  large  differences  be- 
tween the  southern  part  of  Illinois  and  the  rest 
of  the  State  that  existed  in  the  early  1940's  is 
no  longer  present  in  1949. 
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THE    PEOPLE   AND  THEIR    HEALTH   IN    1950 


All  the  usual  measurements  of  the  people's 
health  in  1950  showed  a  continuance  of  the  basic 
good  health  that  has  characterized  the  past  dec- 
ade. While  we  know  that  the  general  picture  has 
been  good  we  are  only  now  coming  to  the  point 
where  we  can  evaluate  how  much  or  how  little 
progress  this  represents.  This  inability  to  eval- 
uate arises  from  the  fact  that,  while  we  know 
who  have  been  dying  and  something  about  those 
who  have  been  sick  from  the  notifiable  diseases, 
we  have  known  almost  nothing  about  the  charac- 
teristics of  the  living.  We  have  had  only  uncer- 
tain estimates  of  how  many  people  there  are  in 
the  State  as  a  whole.  We  have  known  next  to 
nothing  about  their  ages  and  the  composition  of 
the  communities  in  which  they  live.  The  decen- 
nial census  of  population  taken  on  April  1,  1950, 
will  fill  that  gap  in  our  knowledge.  As  yet,  only 
preliminary  information  from  the  census  enu- 
meration is  available,  but  what  there  is  shows 
the  profound  changes  that  have  taken  place  since 
1940. 

The  most  apparent  change  has  been  the 
shift  of  population  to  the  metropolitan  areas. 
The  greatest  increase  has  taken  place  in  the 
mushrooming  large  city  suburbs.  At  the  same 
time,  rural  areas  have  for  the  most  part  been 
losing  population  and  at  best  have  just  maintained 
their  1940  population.  A  more  subtle  change  has 
been  going  on  at  the  same  time.  This  concerns 
the  characteristics  of  the  population,  particular- 
ly with  respect  to  age.  .Table  1  shows  what 
changes  there  have  been  since  1940  in  the  com- 
position of  our  population. 

We  have  just  begun  to  notice  a  diminution 
in  the  number  of  people  entering  the  labor  force 
taking  place  in  spite  of  large  increases  in  total 
population.  This  is  the  result  of  the  small 
"crops"  of  babies  during  the  late  'twenties  and 
throughout  the 'thirties.  This  condition  will  per- 
sist for  about  ten  more  years  until  the  children 
born  in  the  'forties  begin  to  a  1 1  a  i  n  maturity. 
This  situation  places  us  under  a  strong  challenge 
to  protect  the  young  labor  force  against  death, 
injury,  and   disabling  disease   as   never   before. 


One  out  of  every  four  persons  was  in  the  age 
bracket  ten  to  twenty  four  years  old  in  1940  but 
in  1950  only  one  in  five  is  in  that  bracket.  On  the 
other  hand,  14  per  cent  of  the  population  in  1940 
were  under  ten,  but  in  1950  these  youngsters 
make  up  over  17  per  cent  of  all  our  people.

This  situation  makes  the  recent  history  of 
our  birth  rates  particularly  significant.  Chart  A 
shows  the  general  picture  of  how  births  occurred 
over  the  past  eleven  years.  To  give  a  clue  as  to 
the  influential  factors  in  our  changing  birth  rates, 
specific  rates  are  used  in  Charts  B,  C,  and  D. 
Specific   birth  rates  for  broad  age  groups   have 
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classified  by  the  age  of  the  mother,  fairly  stable, 

even  though  the  number  of  females  in  thi  s  younger 
age  group  has  actually  decreased. 

Some  changes  between  1940  and  194' 
noticeable  in  the  percentage  distribution  of  the 
birth  order.  Actually,  two  divergent  trends  are 
at  work,  in  that  the  percentage  of  first  children 
is  generally  lower  in  1949  than  in  1940;  however, 
second   and  third  order  percentages   for  all  age

been  computed  by  dividing  the  total  resident 
births  born  to  mothers  in  a  specific  age  range 
by  the  total  number  of  females  of  the  same  age 
in  the  population.  Chart  D  pictures  the  differ- 
ence between  the  age  specific  1940  rates  and  the 
average  of  1949-1950  rates,  for  three  age  groups. 
The  large  increase  in  the  specific  rate  for 
mothers  aged  fifteen  to  twenty-four  has  tended 
to  keep  the  percentage  distribution  of  births,  as

groups.  These  changes  are  indicated  in  Table  3. 
Families  are  more  likely  to  have  two  to  four 
children  at  the  present  time,  rather  than  only 
one  child  as  during  the  depression  years,  or  six 
to  ten  children,  as  was  once  both  fashionable  and 
economically  feasible. 

A  highly  significant  fact  is  that  the  average 
age  of  our  population  has  been  on  the  increase. 
In  1940,  half  of  Illinois'  population  was  under 
31.6  years  old,  while  in  1950  half  of  our  people 
are  over  32.5  years.  This  is  almost  entirely  due 
to  the  increasing  lifespan,  because  the  percent- 
age   of   persons    25  years    and    over   in   the    total 


population  did  no1  mtly   changi 

1940  and  1950.  (In  1940,  61.2  per  cent  of  the 
population  was  aged  25  years  or  more,  in  1950, 
67.5  per  cent.  The  principal  increase  in  our 
mature  population  has  come  at  ages  65  and  over. 
See  Table  1).  The  number  of  those  over  65  in 
1950  stands  32.2  per  cent  above  the  1940  figure 
while  the  gain  in  total  population  was  only  10.3 
per  cent.

THE    MORTALITY    PICTURE 


Despite  the  greater  number  of  old  people 
in  1950,  the  general  (crude)  death  rate  was  low- 
er than  in  1940.  The  crude  rate  in  1940  was  11.3 
deaths  per  thousand  population;  in  1949  it  was 
10.9  and  in  1950,  10.6.  These  crude  rates  fail 
to  offer  an  effective  means  of  comparing  the 
force  of  mortality  when  the  composition  of  the 
general  population  is  changing.  To  compensate 
for  the  differences  in  age  composition  it  is  nec- 
essary to  calculate  age-adjusted  rates  such  as 
those  presented  in  Table  4.  Here  we  see  that  in

dropping  from  10.8  to  8.9  in  the  age-adjusted 
rate,  the  general  risk  of  death  was  almost  17 
percent  less  in  1950  than  in  1940.  Besides  being 
less  likely  to  die,  the  women  showed  the  greatest 
relative  decrease  (23  per  cent).  The  risk  for 
men  dropped  off  only  11  per  cent. 

The  risk  of  death  in  1950  was  less  than  in 
1940  for  every  one  of  the  major  age  groups  and 
for  each  sex,  as  can  be  seen  in  Table  5.  The 
table  also  demonstrates  that  male  mortality  is 
greater  in  every  age  group  than  female  mortal- 
ity. Closer  examination  will  also  show  that  in 
the  past  ten  years,  the  chances    of  longer  life 


have  improved  at  every  age  considerably  more 
for  women  than  for  men.  (The  unwary  reader, 
however,  must  be  cautioned  against  interpreting 
these  facts  as  evidence  that  we  are  tending  toward 
immortality.  Postponing  death  even  only  a  year 
or  two  for  the  people  in  each  age  group  is  enough 
to  cause  the  rates  to  fall  off  in  this  fashion,  but 
as  people  become  extremely  old  further  post- 
ponement becomes  nil).

Year  by  year,  we  have  noted  a  diminution 
in  mortality  from  the  communicable  diseases. 
Striking  reductions  are  evident  over  a  period  as 
short  as  ten  years.  In  1940  there  were  1,014 
deaths  from  syphilis,  but  only  558  reported  in 
1950.  There  were  3,654  tuberculosis  deaths  in 
1940  as  opposed  to  2,215  such  deaths  in  1950. 
These  reductions  are  more  significant  when  it 
is  realized  that  the  total  population  at  risk  has 
increased  approximately  ten  per  cent,  and  the 
number  of  older  people  who  are  subject  to  the 
greatest  risk  of  death  has  increased  even  more. 
These  great  achievements  are,  in  large  measure, 
the  fruit  of  the  intensive  public  health  effort, 
coupled  with  the  success  of  medical  science  in 
finding  improved  methods  of  fighting  disease 
after  its  onset.  Antibiotics  and  preventive  meth- 
ods are  jointly  responsible  for  this  success  story. 
The  story  is  much  the  same  for  all  the  con- 
trollable communicable  diseases,  even  though 
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the  numbers  are  not  as  large.  For  twelve  suc- 
cessive years  there  has  not  been  a  single  death 
from  smallpox  and  for  three  successive  years 
not  a  single  case.  In  1940  there  were  86  diph- 
theria deaths,  in  1950  only  one.  Whooping  cough 
in  1940  claimed  65  lives,  as  opposed  to  22  in 
1950.  However,  there  is  no  cause  for  compla- 
cency even  with  such  success,  because  the  gains 
can  be  preserved  only  by  remaining  vigilant  and 
taking  every  precaution.  At  the  same  time,  a 
single  death  from  a  preventable  disease  is  a 
serious  reproach. 

Infant  and  maternal  mortality  have  long 
been  a  primary  concern  in  public  health  efforts. 
Here  also,  steady  progress  is  to  be  noted.  In 
1940  there  were  352  infant  deaths  out  of  every 
10,000  live  births,  while  in  1950  there  were  but 
256,  a  27  per  cent  drop.  Most  of  this  gain  was 
among  babies  over  one  month  old,  because  neo- 
natal deaths  per  10,000   births  were  just  21  per 


cent  lower  in  1950  than  in  1940.  There  were  29 
maternal  deaths  in  1940  for  every  10,000  live 
births,  while  in  1950  the  figure  was  a  mere  7. 
If  1940  maternal  mortality  rates  had  applied  in 
1950,  there  would  have  been  550  maternal  deaths 
instead  of  the  ac  tual  131  reported.  Again,  we 
see  the  fruits  of  the  coordinated  efforts  of'  the 
medical  profession,  the  h  o  s  pi  t  a  1  s,  and  public 
health  programs- -all  making  good  use  of  recent 
advances  in  knowledge  on  how  to  control  fatal 
illness  by  disease  prevention  as  well  as  treat- 
ment. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  in  1950  are 
the  same  ones  that  took  the  greatest  toll  in  1940. 
The  five  leading  causes  --  heart  disease,  can- 
cer, intracranial  lesions  of  vascular  origin,  ac- 
cidents, and  nephritis  --  accounted  for  73*  per 
cent  of  all  deaths  in  1950  and  67  per  cent  in 
1940.  Fatal  accidents  are  fewer  than  in  1940 
and  as  a  result  they  are  now  fifth  instead  of 
fourth  in  the  list  of  most  frequent  causes  of  death.
